Kwanzaa 

"Seven Fundamental Principles" 
by Sidney Brinkley 

The decade that was the 1960s was a tumultuous one in the 
history of both African-Americans and the United States. After 
years of marches, sit-ins, and boycotts, a sweeping Civil Rights 
Bill was signed into law in 1964. With that accomplished, the 
older, more conservative leaders of the civil rights movement 
faded into the background as a younger, more militant group 
spawned what became known as the “Black Power Move¬ 
ment.” 

While the civil rights movements had focused on “external 
matters,” (i.e., securing “rights”), part of the mandate of the 
Black Power Movement was to address “internal” issues, issues 
of self-esteem. “Negroes” became “black” and black was beau¬ 
tiful. 

In the midst of this cultural revolution, Kwanzaa was born. 

The holiday was founded in 1966 by Dr. Maulana “Ron” 
Karenga, chair of the Black Studies department at California 
State University at Long Beach. At the time Karenga was one 
of the leaders of the movement and, being a “cultural nation¬ 
alist,” sought a holiday that African-Americans could celebrate 
which would incorporate African traditions. 

Kwanzaa is not a religious holiday but a cultural one. It 
takes its name from the “first fruits” agricultural celebrations 
widely practiced on the African continent. It is celebrated in 
the United States during the seven day period of December 26 

through January 1st. ,

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What Can Recovering Alcoholics 
Do on New Year's Eve? Have a Ball

“Recovering alcoholics call 
New Year’s Eve Amateur 
Night,’” says Candace C., a 
San Francisco lesbian who 
celebrated her ninth year of 
sobriety in 1993. “It’s a drink¬ 
ing holiday, where even peo¬ 
ple who don’t usually drink 
are out there drinking. They 
drink the way people come 
out in San Francisco for Gay 
Pride Day!” 

The serious risks for alco¬ 
holics that come with this par¬ 
ticular holiday may not be ob¬ 
vious to the nondrinker, ex¬ 
plains Candace. “It must seem 
unbelievable to people who 
can drink normally,” she ad¬ 


mits. “It’s such a different re¬ 
ality. So it’s a scary holiday 
for recovering alcoholics, be¬ 
cause of all the partying going 
on.” 

Candace recalls making a 
strategic retreat for herself on 
her first sober New Year’s 
Eve: she left the country for a 
remote land where such 
Western customs hadn’t yet 
made inroads. But by the 
time the holiday came around 
again, she no longer felt it 
necessary to go to such literal 
lengths. And now she looks 
forward to it, for a reason 
that may not occur to the av¬ 
erage drinker. “The weirdest 
thing about early sobriety for 
me was all this time that had 


suddenly been invented, time 
I never knew existed before, 
because I’d been too hung 
over — Saturday mornings, 
Sunday mornings. When I 
went through my second 
New Year’s Eve sober, it was 
like getting yet another day of 
the year.” 

Candace spent that New 
Year’s Eve “at an AA meet¬ 
ing, in the middle of the 
night, holding hands with all 
these sweet, nice, crazed peo¬ 
ple,” and says the best part 
was “knowing that everybody 
there had the same problem I 
did. We were able to find 
each other because there are 
marathon meetings, around

As Predicted: 

New Military Regulations 
Are Worse than the Old Ones

Don’t be deceived, say gay 
legal military experts. The 
new military regulations re¬ 
leased December 23 by the 
Pentagon, in compliance with 
the Clinton Administration’s 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell, Don’t 
Pursue” so-called compromise 
policy, constitute only “an il¬ 
lusion of change” and in fact 
broaden the military’s ability 
“ferret out” gay people. The 
new regulations are expected 
to go into effect February 3. 

The biggest change with 
the new regulations, touted 
by Defense Secretary Les As- 
pin as “the right solution” to 


the gays in the military “prob¬ 
lem,” is the acknowledgement 
that there are and always 
have been lesbians and gays 
in the military. However, 
openly declaring one’s gay 
status is now officially 
deemed sexual misconduct. 

“On many levels, these 
new regulations place gay 
people more at risk [than the 
old policy],” says Bridget Wil¬ 
son, a San Diego lesbian at¬ 
torney associated with the 
Military Law Task Force. 
“There is still a big meat 
cleaver hanging over their 
heads.” 

“By broadening the defini¬ 
tion of gay conduct, the bur¬ 


den of proof shifts from the 
government to the service- 
member. And evidence of 
sexual misconduct is deter¬ 
mined by what “any reason¬ 
able person” would reason¬ 
ably believe to be gay con¬ 
duct. But “who do you think 
the ‘reasonable person’ is in 
the military? That’s a prob¬ 
lem,” says Michele Benecke, 
head of the Servicemembers 
Legal Defense Network, who 
will publish an analysis of the 
regulations shortly. 

“There has been a legal 
change. But the problem is, 
it’s illusory. It goes on in a

What's in Store in '94? 

Some New Year's New Laws

SACRAMENTO - A host 
of new laws — actually a few 
more than a thousand of the 
1,307 bills signed by Gover¬ 
nor Wilson in 1993 — will take 
effect this Saturday, January 
1, 1994. Some are new AIDS 
measures that will profoundly 
effect the lives of people in 
our community; others will 
just as surely affect other as¬ 
pects of our lives and those of 
the non-gay community. 

•Two measures, AB 1100 
by Willie Brown, D-San Fran¬ 
cisco, and SB 590 by Art Tor¬ 
res, D-Los Angeles, shore up 
loopholes used by insurance 
companies to cancel claims 
and policies based on mis¬ 
takes found in the original ap¬ 
plication. The bills will pre¬ 
vent discriminatory practices 
used by health insurers in 


California against persons 
with HIV disease — specifical¬ 
ly what is known as post¬ 
claims underwriting. The bills 
will also require that health 
insurance policies, including 
those from companies based 
outside of California, follow 
California law. 

•SB 305 by Bill Lockyer, 
D-Hayward, will ease the pro¬ 
cedure for terminally ill par¬ 
ents to arrange for guardian¬ 
ship of their children. The bill 
will be especially beneficial to 
parents with AIDS and breast 
cancer, allowing them to exer¬ 
cise greater control over 
guardianship of their children 
despite debilitating effects of 
their illnesses. 

•AB 623, by the author of 
AB 2601, Terry Friedman, D- 
Los Angeles, will strengthen 
and simplify the licensing of 


Residential Care Facilities for 
the Chronically Ill, which are 
state licensed congregate liv¬ 
ing facilities where families 
with HIV can live together. 

•AB 478, the breast can¬ 
cer bill authored By Barbara 
Friedman, D-North Holly¬ 
wood, raises cigarette taxes 
by two cents a pack to raise 
money for breast cancer re¬ 
search and treatment. 

•Young children will 
need to wear helmets when 
riding bicycles in public. In 
1994 riders under the age of 
18 will receive warnings and 
there will be a $25 fine in 
years thereafter. Still another 
bill requires young children 
(under 18) to wear life jackets 
on small boats. Still another 
law targets youth under the 
age of 21 who are found driv¬ 
ing with a blood alcohol level 
of 0.01 percent or greater:

Former Security Guard and Manager Charge: 


Tower Records Doesn't Just 
Sell Tapes — It Makes 'Em, Too

The San Francisco District 
Attorney’s office has launched 
an investigation to determine 
whether criminal charges 
may be warranted after a gay 
former manager of Tower 
Records says he found a wire¬ 
tap in his office shortly before 
he was demoted. 

“If, in fact, there was a 
wiretap, that would be crimi¬ 
nal conduct,” District Attor¬ 
ney Arlo Smith told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “It would be 
intolerable.” 

The charges by Bill Eadie, 
a former manager for Tow¬ 
er’s Market Street store, sur¬ 
faced one day after a former 
security supervisor for the 
record chain sued charging he 
was ordered by anti-gay Tow¬ 
er corporate officials to target 
gay managers for surveillance 
and dismissal and to spy on 
them on their off hours. 

Those charges were raised 
in a lawsuit by Palo Alto At¬ 
torney Ricardo Saria filed on 
behalf of Husham, “Eddie” 
Haroun a former security su¬ 
pervisor for the 11 store 
chain. 

According to Saria, 
Haroun was ordered to elec¬ 
tronically bug gay managers’ 
offices in the chain in order to 
establish that the managers 
were “arranging personal ho¬ 
mosexual liaisons on compa¬ 
ny time and telephones,” and 
was also told to spy on gay 
managers outside the work¬ 
place. 

Saria said that Haroun 
complained to his supervisor’s 
supervisor, but was told to 
follow orders. 

Haroun’s suit charges that 
Tower violated state anti-dis¬ 
crimination laws protecting 
gay and lesbian employees 
and state and federal privacy 
laws. 

Possible FBI investigation 

U.S. Attorney for North¬ 
ern California, Michael Yam- 


aguchi, told the B.A.R. that 
wiretaps and electronic bug¬ 
ging under state law were il¬ 
legal unless it was with the 
consent of the person record¬ 
ed or monitored. 

Yamaguchi said federal 
laws may also have been vio¬ 
lated, but such cases would 
be referred to the United 
States Attorney’s office for 
criminal indictment and pros¬ 
ecution only following an in¬ 
vestigation by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 

Saria told the B.A.R. that 
the wiretap was found in 
Eadie’s office in an air condi¬ 
tioning duct when a repair¬ 
man was doing maintenance. 

“The client I’ve got today 


is the guy who was bugged 
and was ultimately demoted. 
He was a long time employee 
of Tower: he worked for 
them for 21 years,” Saria said. 

Eadie has also retained 
Saria to represent him in le¬ 
gal actions against the Tower 
chain. 

Saria said that after 
Haroun was ordered to place 
the wiretap, which was dis¬ 
covered earlier this year, the 
security man repeatedly ques¬ 
tioned why the surveillance 
was ordered but was ordered 
to follow directions. 

Tower Records did not re¬ 
spond to a Bay Area Re¬ 
porter request for com¬ 
ment. ▼

Mobilization Against AIDS 
Gets $75K from City Coffers

Mobilization Against AIDS 
will receive $75,000 in one¬ 
time city funds in January, a 
payment authorized by by the 
state under SB 855, according 
to MAA Executive Director 
Mike Shriver. 

The funds are a portion of 
an estimated $8 million 
reimbursed to San Francisco 
by the state this year to cover 
excess funds spent by the city 
in providing MediCal services 
to eligible patients. 

A third of the new money 
will go to pay membership 
dues in a national group 
called the Cities Emergency 
AIDS Relief Council, which 
lobbies and advocates for fed¬ 
eral AIDS funds for eligible 
cities, Shriver told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Another third will be used 


to produce the annual Inter¬ 
national AIDS Candlelight 
Vigil and Memorial. 

The remaining third will 
be used for lobbying and re¬ 
lated expenses such as travel 
and other needs for the orga¬ 
nization, Shriver said. 

Money well spent 

The $25,000 in dues to the 
Cities Emergency AIDS Re¬ 
lief Council may seem like a 
lot of money — but it isn’t, ac¬ 
cording to Shriver, because 
San Francisco has received 
more than $45 million in 
AIDS direct service funds 
through its membership asso¬ 
ciation with the group. 

The allocation of funds to 
Mobilization Against AIDS is 
in recognition of the impor¬ 
tant work of the group, and a 
way the City and County of 
San Francisco can underscore 


grassroots efforts in fighting 
the epidemic. 

“Our support of the Can¬ 
dlelight Vigil 12 years into 
this horrible epidemic is an 
acknowledgment of its effect¬ 
iveness in generating grass¬ 
roots support for AIDS 
funding,” said Robert Oakes, 
Mayor Jordan’s lesbian and gay 
liaison. “People need an outlet 
to ventilate and express the 
tremendous loss that is felt all 
around.” 

The funds will most likely 
reach MAA next month, 
Oakes said. They will proba¬ 
bly be allocated to the agency 
through the Health Depart¬ 
ment’s AIDS office, rather 
than through a request for a 
supplemental budget appro¬ 
priation by the Mayor that 
would then have to go 
through the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors, he said. ▼ 


Pauling Institute Accused 
Of Covering Up AIDS Mishap

PALO ALTO — Police con¬ 
firmed Tuesday, December 
28, they are investigating the 
appearance of an anonymous 
flier accusing a famed scientif¬ 
ic research facility of covering 
up a 1990 incident in which a 
vial with HIV was found in 
the laboratory’s parking lot. 

Assistant Palo Alto Police 
Chief Lynn Johnson said au¬ 
thorities were seeking the au¬ 
thor of the flier, which called 
for the closure of the facility, 
because they believed the 
missive could cause an “un¬ 


warranted” public panic in 
the suburban Bay Area com¬ 
munity. 

The flier, which turned up 
on car windshields in neigh¬ 
borhoods near the Linus 
Pauling Institute, was critical 
of the facility’s safety proce¬ 
dures and involvement with 
AIDS research. It claimed to 
be written by “concerned cit¬ 
izens of Palo Alto” and urged 
residents to pressure authori¬ 
ties to close down the insti¬ 
tute. 

Institute Development Di¬ 
rector Stephen Maddox ac¬ 
knowledged the incident oc¬ 


curred in 1990, but said it was 
not reported because no virus 
escaped from the unopened 
tube and it was disposed of 
immediately. 

“There was no exposure 
and we felt that making the 
incident public would cause 
more panic than the incident 
warranted.” 

The Institute, which was 
founded by Nobel laureate Li¬ 
nus Pauling, who advocated 
the use of Vitamin C for fight¬ 
ing colds and cancer, has 
been investigating whether vi¬ 
tamins are useful in battling 
AIDS since 1988. ▼

Police Seek Clues in 
Sacto Murder, Arson Case

SACRAMENTO - Police 
continue to look for leads in 
the brutal December 22 slay¬ 
ing of James Edward Graves. 
Graves, 50, was found dead in 
his midtown apartment short¬ 
ly before 4 a.m. by firefight¬ 
ers who were called to quell a 
fire in the apartment. 

Graves, who suffered se¬ 
vere trauma to his head and 
upper body, was not burned 
in the fire that was set in the 
ransacked apartment after his 
death. Graves’s body was 
found in the bedroom and the 
fire was set in the kitchen 
area of the apartment. 

Graves was seen on the 
evening of Tuesday, Decem¬ 
ber 21, in the Mercantile Sa¬ 
loon, a gay bar on the corner 
of 20th and L Streets in 
Sacramento. According to the 
Mercantile’s manager, Bob 
“Bobette” Hoyas, he had seen 
Graves at 7:30 or 8 p.m. and 
other bartenders placed him 


at the bar as late as 10:30 p.m. 
An informed source indicates 
that still another eyewitness 
saw Graves and another man 
walking hand in hand toward 
his apartment at around 11:30 
p.m. 

Police are reluctant to 
speculate about the case but it 
appears that the violence 
must have escalated rather 
quickly because at the time of 
discovery some rigor mortis 
was already present in the 
body. 

Hoyas, who knew Graves 
for over 30 years, was ex¬ 
tremely upset by the murder. 
“We’re losing people to AIDS 
every day,” he said. “We don’t 
need to lose them to this kind 
of senseless killing.” Hoyos 
did not discount the possibil¬ 
ity that Graves was killed by 
a hustler or a transient. “At 
least four or five a day try to 
come in here but I get them 
out of here right away,” 
Hoyos said. 

According to Michael 
Heenan, police information 


officer, “Two of the most 
tenacious homicide detectives 
are on this case — I’m not say¬ 
ing it’s a slam dunk but I 
wouldn’t want to be the one 
being tracked by them.” 

Officials at Sacramento’s 
Lambda Center were hopeful 
that Graves’s killing was not 
that of a serial killer or the 
start of hate crime activity. 
“We’re urging people to be 
very careful to let someone 
they know meet who they’re 
with, who they’re talking to, 
and who they’re leaving with,” 
said a spokesperson. “There 
are some hustlers who are 
predators and who prey 
especially on gay men. We 
need to band together and start 
looking out for one another.” 

Preliminary autopsy find¬ 
ings indicate that the apart¬ 
ment fire was definitely set 
after Graves’ death, as there 
was no evidence of smoke in¬ 
halation. Heenan expects to 
have an update on the case 
later in the week.V

they will lose driving privi¬ 
leges for a year. 

•The state tax on gasoline 
will increase to 18 cents, up 
one penny to pay for trans¬ 
portation improvements. This 
was voter-approved. Still an¬ 
other voter-approved tax will 
go into effect as the tempo¬ 
rary half-cent state sales tax 
becomes permanent. 

•Passengers will be pro¬ 
hibited from riding in the 
back of pick up trucks with¬ 
out approved restraints — a re¬ 
sult of 86 deaths from the 
practice in 1991 and 1992. The 
bill does not include pick ups 
with camper shells, although 
the practice of riding in these 
without restraints is discour¬ 
aged. 

•Smoking is banned in 
daycare centers and homes 
where children are present. 


Smoking is banned in all 
state owned and state leased 
buildings. 

•The Brown Act was 
strengthened, requiring that 
local officials conduct official 
business in public. 

•Fines and community 
service hours are increased 
for those found guilty of graf¬ 
fiti defacement. 

•Doctors are limited in 
referring patients to pharma¬ 
cies and testing facilities in 
which the referring physician 
has a financial interest. 

•The sale and manufac¬ 
ture of mercuric-oxide based 
“button” batteries is prohibit¬ 
ed. Other compound-based 
batteries are available for the 
hearing aids, watches, and 
other appliances in which this 
type of battery is used. 

•It is now a felony for an 
adult street gang member to 
force a minor to participate in 
a crime. 

•Some parents will be 
able to determine which pub¬ 


lic schools their children will 
attend — because school dis¬ 
tricts will begin gradually al¬ 
lowing a small number of 
transfers between districts. 

And in a few more days 
the legislature will reconvene 
and the bill machine will 
crank up again as we all wait 
and watch to see what’ll ar¬ 
rive in ’95. ▼

Back to School 

Ah, January 1, the traditional time to ritualistically face 
the next 365 days with exhilaration, regret, enthusiasm, and a 
little trepidation. Funny: we look back on the last 365 in ex¬ 
actly the same way. 

A new January always reminds us of the first day of school, 
except that the odor of spilled champagne substitutes for that of 
crayons. This year it’s particularly daunting to face the halls 
of 1994, after all the highs and lows we went through in 1993: 
we feel as though it was a year when we were elected to the 
student council (President Clinton’s meeting with leaders of na¬ 
tional gay organizations at the White House) and then had the 
piss kicked out of us behind the gymnasium by some unruly 
jocks (the military thing). Gays and lesbians may not have been 
the most popular kids on the playground last year, but thanks 
to the media we were certainly the most visible. 

And in 1994, we’re most likely to succeed. 

First, however, there are many lessons to be learned from 
last year’s battles. We now know a president-elect’s promises 
do not equal a president’s actions; we now know that leaders 
of gay organizations do not necessarily equal gay leaders; we 
now know that nothing is too extreme for our enemies, up to 
and including terminal physical violence; we now know our 
strength can only come from ourselves. 

And we can be certain that as we are tallying our wins and 
losses, our foes are doing the same thing. They, too, are con¬ 
gratulating themselves for the jobs they have done well (all 
those anti-gay ballot measures across the country, for instance) 
and planning better strategies for the areas in which they have 
failed (such as losing the court decisions handed down in the 
Meinhold and Steffan cases). 

We hope lesbians and gays are as determined to succeed as 
those who want to make the world heterosexual-only, and as 
willing to fight. Like all playground bullies, our enemies are 
cowards at heart. They have gotten stronger through intimi¬ 
dation, and through the silent acquiescence of those they at¬ 
tack, but they can be stopped if everyone is willing to face 
them down. 

Can you imagine? 

The recent cold weather made everyone we know miser¬ 
able, prompting a number of conversations about how cold it 
had gotten elsewhere. The low temperature in Minnesota as¬ 
sumed a mythic stature, like the urban legends about the poo¬ 
dle in the microwave and the Kentucky fried rat. “Can you 
imagine?” we heard people ask. “Fifty below! Can you imagine 
living like that?” 

Well, yes. Particularly since we imagine most of the people 
in Minnesota were adequately protected from the elements. 
Our sympathies went out to those who were sleeping on 
MUNI grates and dumpsters to keep warm, right here in the 
Bay Area. Far too many victims of failed Reaganomics are 
freezing under cardboard covers; they need comforters and 
comfort and compassion. 

By far, the fastest-growing segment of the homeless popu¬ 
lation is made up of HIV-positive people. And as anyone who 
has experienced night sweats and chills from within a relative¬ 
ly comfortable bed can tell you, the spectre of doing so on a 
cold concrete slab is horrifying. Unfortunately, far too many 
people are doing exactly that. 

A rallying cry in the early days of the epidemic — still heard, 
occasionally — was “fight AIDS, not people with AIDS.” We 
would suggest the same when it comes to homelessness. With 
so many strikes against them, the HIV-positive indigent pop¬ 
ulation of this city deserve to be demonized less and helped 
more. 

Remember: whatever fears you may have for the coming 
year, it is a whole new year for the homeless, too. They will 
not be having champagne this Saturday, and even if they did 
it’s doubtful they would find the prospect of the coming year 
worth a toast. They know over 100 of their fellow homeless 
have died on San Francisco streets each year since 1992, and 
the situation probably won’t get much better for them until the 
economy recovers from 12 years of Republican rule. 

Sorry, we didn’t mean to end on a down note. What we 
meant to say is there are many battles yet to be fought. For¬ 
tunately, we have a whole new year in which to fight them. 
And to win. T 



Word Process to Apple, Please

Apple Computer is under a well organized 
phone-fax-mail attack by the religious right, de¬ 
manding that Apple drop its pro-human rights 
policy of non-discrimination against lesbian 
and gay employees. This current round of hate- 
mongering is being spearheaded by the same 
groups that spearheaded bigot¬ 
ed anti-gay initiatives across 
the country, including those in 
Colorado and Oregon, accord¬ 
ing to Apple Computer em¬ 
ployees. Many of the calls are 
being placed by people from 
Texas, Colorado, and Oregon. 

Calls to Apple Computer re¬ 
garding its non-discrimination 
policies and domestic partner¬ 
ship benefits for gay and les¬ 
bian employees is currently 
running 500 callers in opposi¬ 
tion to every one in support of 
current policies. We need to 
tip the balance back in our fa¬ 
vor. 

Apple Computer helped lead the way in Sil¬ 
icon Valley’s pursuit of equal rights for lesbian 
and gay employees. The company’s non-dis¬ 
crimination policy, which includes sexual ori¬ 
entation and benefits for partners of lesbian 
and gay employees, has been copied by a grow¬ 
ing number of leading high-tech corporation 
across the country. Apple has also donated sub¬ 
stantial amounts of product to gay and lesbian 
and AIDS non-profit groups nationwide. 

If Apple perceives that these policies are 
threatening its financial position, or, if per¬ 
ceives that the religious right’s hate-mongering 
could invite a substantial boycott, it may be 
forced to rescind its equal rights benefits. The 
company has already suffered a steady sell-off 
in stock and company officials may begin to 


take a look at the religious right as the source 
of at least part of this financial set back. 

I spoke with a lesbian friend and former co¬ 
worker at Apple. She said that this is real and 
that the religious right is causing Apple’s hu¬ 
man resources department a great deal of 
strain. She recommends writing a supportive 
note to Kevin Sullivan, the director of human 
resources. Mr. Sullivan submitted the Apple 
Domestic Partners Policy 
(which covers same-sex domes¬ 
tic partners) to then-President 
John Sculley, who enacted the 
policy immediately. Mr. Sulli¬ 
van also provides money 
through his department to sup¬ 
port Apple Lambda, Apple’s 
gay and lesbian employee 
group. 

Apple is an extremely 
queer-positive work environ¬ 
ment. It has donated lots of 
money and equipment to the 
National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force and is an industry 
leader in progressive pro-gay 
personnel policies.

Toxins The Culprit

And They Call Us Bigots 

For several months now, the debate has raged about 
Rev. Eugene Lumpkin. To date, I have heard no one 
state what I perceive to be the rock bottom issue. 

The very heart of the issue is this: In America, peo¬ 
ple of faith, any faith, are free to believe and preach 
whatever they please, right or wrong, from the pulpit. 
It is guaranteed in the Constitution! It is a basic reason 
why many of our European ancestors immigrated to 
this country. 

However, an important political fact seems to be 
overlooked. When religious ideas are projected into 
the secular political arena, these religious ideas are 
subject to all facets of political debate to be accepted 
or rejected for their political value. 

Lumpkin, Lou Sheldon, Pat Robertson and all the 
rest of the religious right do not seem willing to con¬ 
cede this fact. 

When Rev. Lumpkin is not wearing the hat of a 
preacher but that of a member of the Human Rights 
Commission of San Francisco, it is therefore unaccep¬ 
table public policy for him to say that gays should be 
stoned. However unScriptural and hateful as this may 
be, he is free to say this from his pulpit when he is 
wearing his preacher hat. 

The religious right cannot have it both ways! It is 
NOT Christian/religion bashing to examine, debate 
or reject religious beliefs proposed as public policy. 
Conversely, it IS religious bigotry to try and impose 
one group’s religious beliefs on another group by force 
or even when approved by a ballot measure. 

Remember — Lou Sheldon does not pastor a 
church. Public records indicate his job is serving as 
a registered lobbyist, a political job for Traditional 
Values, the non-profit corporation designated by the 
I.R.S. with 501.(cX4) status which allows it do such lob¬ 
bying work and certain political activities without pay¬ 
ing taxes on its income. When he visits a church he 
is usually there as a representative of Traditional 
Values. He is not conducting a worship service. He is 
usually there speaking about public policy issues such 
as school textbooks, prayer in schools, teaching crea¬ 
tionism, limiting the civil rights of homosexuals and 
so forth. In other words, conducting a political rally! 

We cannot continue to let the religious right frame 
this debate. We cannot let those who would portray 
us as bigots get away with it. We have played the po¬ 
litical game fairly. The religious right has not and does 
not seem to be capable of doing so. We must point their 
inconsistencies out loud and clear. Our very survival 
may depend on it. 

It is time for both the gay and the mainstream media 
to make this important distinction about religious 
beliefs expressed as public policy and to help the pub¬ 
lic understand that distinction.

Does Ellenzweig think that 
art is only legitimate if it’s directed to a straight au¬ 
dience? 

Surely the Bay Area Reporter can and should do 
better than this when reporting/reviewing gay and les¬ 
bian art.

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A Year in the Senate 


N ow that they are 
nearing the end of 
their first full year in 
office, U.S. Senators 
Dianne Feinstein and Barbara 
Boxer — the “Thelma and 
Louise” of the Democratic 
Party as they have dubbed 
themselves — have definitely 
carved distinctive niches in 
the upper chamber of the 
Congress. Feinstein, the more 
politically moderate of the 
two, and Boxer, the un¬ 
abashed liberal who spent ten 
years in the House before ris¬ 
ing to the Senate, campaigned 
side by side last year as pro¬ 
gressive feminists and be¬ 
came history’s first-ever pair 
of women senators serving 
the same state. 

However, as their first 
year in the Senate winds 
down, they have shown them¬ 
selves to be distinctly dissim¬ 
ilar in both style and ideolo¬ 
gy. Many thought that Boxer 
would hit the Senate running 
hard, making headlines and 
liberal political waves when¬ 
ever possible, seeking the 
Washington spotlight. Fein¬ 
stein was expected to take the 
low road and concentrate on 
offering legislation and com¬ 
mon-sense proposals that 
would benefit her re-election 
campaign next November. 

Instead, just the opposite 
seems to have happened. Box¬ 
er, safe in her seat until 1998, 
has clearly stepped back and 
given Feinstein the opportuni¬ 
ty to constantly stay in the 
news. In fact, Feinstein has 
become what most D.C. 
watchers refer to as an instant 
national celebrity, possessing 
a starlike quality seldom seen 
in Washington newcomers. 
One longtime Capitol news¬ 
man wrote last week that 
“next to Bill Clinton and A1 
Gore, Senator Feinstein is 
probably the most easily rec¬ 
ognized and sought-after 
politico in D.C.” 

The differences between 
the two women when it 
comes to their policies are 
also striking. Those writers 
covering them in Washington 
point out that Feinstein often 
assessed federal policy affect¬ 
ing California by what might 
be thought of as a single crite¬ 
rion — accommodating busi¬ 
ness and creating jobs — while 
Boxer more often sympa¬ 
thized with the concerns of 
environmentalists. And while 
Feinstein, looking toward a 
potentially difficult re-election 
battle next year, often clashed 
with administration and Sen¬ 
ate Democratic leaders 
(though her friendship with 
President Clinton remains 
close), it was the more liberal 
Boxer who was a loyal stal¬ 
wart of both the White House 
and her party. Feinstein be¬ 
came the nation’s capital’s fe¬ 
male media darling, while 
Boxer seemed to take a more 
laid-back public position, de¬ 
veloped close ties to the 
White House, and even took 
the time to write her autobi¬ 
ography, Strangers in the 
Senate. 

While some who have fol¬ 
lowed the careers of both 
women will tell you that the 
differences that have emerged 
during the last year were to 
be expected, the contrasts be¬ 
tween these two former ad¬ 
versaries who seem to have 
become sincere political allies 
were surprising nonetheless. 
For a stranger to Washington 
with no legislative experi¬ 
ence, Dianne Feinstein quick¬ 
ly demonstrated an unusually 
deft touch by immediately

racking up a number of im¬ 
pressive achievements. Fein¬ 
stein, actually the “senior” 
senator (by virtue of her tak¬ 
ing office a month earlier 
than her colleague) took ad¬ 
vantage of her status as one 
of the first two women ever 
to sit on the powerful Judicia¬ 
ry Committee, to push 
through sweeping legislation 
that reformed immigration 
and to play a big part in shap¬ 
ing the Clinton crime bill that 
will become law soon. Boxer, 
always regarded as the up¬ 
front crusader who sought 
headlines for her liberal caus¬ 
es, didn’t come close her first 
year to Feinstein’s legislative 
record. 

This is probably due, in 
large part, to the fact that Fe¬ 
instein is credited by many 
California Democrats with 
helping Boxer beat a well-fi¬ 
nanced conservative Republi¬ 
can opponent in a tough cam¬ 
paign. Feinstein, well ahead 
in her campaign, nearly can¬ 
celed her own efforts to help 
Boxer win, and Boxer and 
her supporters have pledged 
to work hard next year to en¬ 
sure that Feinstein is re-elect¬ 
ed. 

Although both Feinstein 
and Boxer have complained 
that they are constantly being 
compared to each other — 
with the press seemingly bent 
on creating problems be¬ 
tween the two camps by con-

tinuing to contrast their per¬ 
formances in office — both 
women seem determined to 
remain allies. Feinstein re¬ 
cently snapped at an L.A. 
Times writer when asked 
about her working relation¬ 
ship with Boxer: “Would you 
do this to two men senators 
from the same state? I find 
this whole thing ridiculous! It 
continues to go on and on. It’s 
been a year of this now. It is 
as though you are trying to 
drive a wedge between us.” 
She added that having two 
senators from the same party 
in California hasn’t happened 
in many years, “so when we 
differ on a single issue, they 
[the media] seem bent on 
making it into a big deal.” 

Dianne Feinstein is quick 
to point out that she and Box¬ 
er have voted the same way 
on nearly 90 percent of the 
votes in the Senate this year, 
explaining that “neither Bar¬ 
bara nor myself thinks it is 
healthy for our state to cancel 
out each other.” Both senators 
seem to have made Califor¬ 
nia’s lagging economy their 
top priority, have voted as a 
team on a number of domes¬ 
tic issues (including a wom¬ 
an’s right to abortion, family 
and medical leave legislation, 
and stricter handgun control 
laws), and have voted for the 
administration’s national ser¬ 


vice plan and for the $250-bil¬ 
lion tax hike over five years 
that was part of Clinton’s eco¬ 
nomic plan. Both Feinstein 
and Boxer voted against Clin¬ 
ton’s controversial North 
American Free Trade Agree¬ 
ment (NAFTA). 

Although often a critic of 
defense spending in the past, 
Boxer has apparently recog¬ 
nized the economic woes of 
her state, and has joined with 
Feinstein in winning a $6.5 
billion contract for the 1994 
fiscal year to produce the B-2 
bomber and other military 
aircraft in California. Boxer 
also voted with Feinstein to 
save the NASA space station 
(saving about 5,000 California 
jobs), though she often at¬ 
tacked the program while in 
the House. 

In explaining what appears 
to have been a change of 
heart by Boxer, Feinstein said 
recently that “when economic 
times are rough and people 
can’t put bread on their table, 
a lot of ideology goes out the 
window.” 

While Dianne Feinstein 
and Barbara Boxer are clearly 
opposites politically, they are 
making a real effort to work 
together for their state’s well¬ 
being and seem content to 
continue doing so. Boxer 
knows that this state is much 
better off both economically 
and politically by having two 
members of the same party in 
the Senate, and has reported¬ 
ly assured Feinstein that she 
and her supporters, liberal 
and otherwise, will pull out 
all the stops to see that the se¬ 
nior senator is re-elected next 
November. From where I sit, 
I think that Californians are 
very fortunate to have two ca¬ 
pable, hard-working women 
like Dianne Feinstein and 
Barbara Boxer representing 
them in the United States 
Senate. 

Politics and poker 

And as Bill Clinton’s first 
year in the White House 
nears its end, it is clear that 
he has opened the door for 
gay and lesbian appointees in 
high Washington positions as 
no president has ever before 
done. There are at least a cou¬ 
ple dozen openly gay and les¬ 
bian appointees serving in the 
Clinton administration, rang¬ 
ing from Roberta Achtenberg 
as HUD’s assistant secretary 
for fair housing and equal op¬ 
portunity to Bruce Lehman, 
the first gay ever to be ap¬ 
pointed to the high-level post 
of patents commissioner in 
the Department of Com¬ 
merce. Gay and lesbian ap¬ 
pointees (and President Clin¬ 
ton seems determined to 
name even more) have clearly 
been heartened by a spate of 
protective actions by this ad¬ 
ministration, including anti- 
discrimination directives 
handed down in several feder¬ 
al agencies and a recent order 
by Attorney General Janet 
Reno ending all bias against 
gays in security clearances. 
We might not have gotten all 
that we expected from the 
Clinton administration, but 
we are making strides in the 
right direction and we are in¬ 
deed a hell of a lot better off 
than ever before when it 
comes to sitting at the table 
that really counts. 

A lot of interest is evident 
in D.C. as President Clinton 
gets to name the first Demo¬ 
cratic appointment in 13 years 
to the powerful Federal Re¬ 
serve Board of Governors.

Enough of Nostalgia

T he ringing in of a new 
year always brings a 
nostalgic look back on 
the past 12 months. 
Some of the most cynical peo¬ 
ple I know turn sentimental 
on New Year’s Eve. 

Well, I’ll have none of it. 
Call me Scrooge, but I say, 
“Bah, humbug,’’ to all this 
longing for the past. Maybe it 
was one too many Flintstones 
products at Macy’s during my 
holiday shopping. Perhaps, I 
have finally overdosed on my 
nightly fix of The Mary Tyler 
Moore Show. Or maybe it

was Redbook magazine’s re¬ 
cent finding that nine out of 
ten women “believe it’s hard¬ 
er for kids to grow up today 
than when they were growing 
up.” More than 40 percent of 
the women polled asserted 
that the best time to grow up 
in America was the 1950s. 
And the ’40s took second with 
almost 20 percent of the vote. 

Only one percent said 
“now” is the best time to be a 
kid. 


Some of this sounds like 
oranges and apples. How can 
the decades be compared 
without regard to region and 
other circumstances? Certain¬ 
ly, urban, suburban, and rural 
lives have differed vastly 
throughout the decades. What 
factors individuals took into 
account also varied, I’m sure. 
But I have a couple of ideas 
why some had reservations 
about calling the ’50s an easy 
time to grow up, a time when 
being gay was diagnosed as a 
sickness and routinely “treat¬ 
ed.” 


Gay angle aside, what 
about children of color and 
kids with disabilities? Do we 
really believe it was easier for 
them? How easy was it for a 
girl who wanted to be a doc¬ 
tor, a lawyer or something 
other than her husband’s side- 
kick? 


The results are interesting, 
not for comparing eras, but 
for examining popular per¬ 
ceptions in our culture. First 
of all, when the headline 
reads: “Poll: best time to 
grow up was ’50s,” we have 
come dangerously close to al¬ 
lowing opinion to dictate 
truth. 

Second, there is the ro¬ 
manticizing of the past. One 
way to look at it is to recog¬ 
nize that life is easier when 
people know who their ene¬ 
mies are. Young people of 
color may have found it “eas¬ 
ier” to watch their pals beaten 
and killed by white kids 
rather than to see friends 
gunned down by rivals within 
their same racial group — al¬ 
though I am still not con¬ 
vinced those characterizations 
of past and present are accu¬ 
rate. 


Likewise, it may be “easi¬ 
er” to know that homophobia 
is so widespread that you sim¬ 
ply cannot come out of the 
closet if you are gay, rather 
than having to deal with the 


difficulties that arise when 
mixed messages like “don’t 
ask, don’t tell” herald an end 
to discrimination. 

Frankly, I doubt this was 
the thinking that yielded the 
poll results. 

Fear factor 

Theory number two runs 
something like this: people 
tend to fear anything they 
don’t understand. The perti¬ 
nent corollary is that adults 
today do not understand

youth culture and long for the 
familiar. This is what I call 
the Rerun Phenomenon. How 
firmly I feel rooted in this 
world when I can turn on my 
television and relive the 
laughter of my childhood. It 
doesn’t matter that The Pro¬ 
fessor can build a weather sta¬ 
tion on Gilligan’s Island but 
never think to build a boat! 
This is entertainment. 
Whether it’s Maxwell Smart’s 
apology — “Sorry about that, 
Chief’ — accepted by a boss 
always forgiving of Max’s in¬ 
competence or the hopeful ac¬ 
celeration of my heartbeat 
whenever I saw Rhoda Mor- 
genstern, I loved the stuff of 
my childhood. 

The Rerun Phenomenon 
has counterparts in other ar¬ 
eas of culture: greeting cards, 
T-shirts, music, trivia games 
and theme parks. It sure is 
cheaper to keep Lucille Ball 
alive in the minds of those 
who have only seen reruns 
than to create new images 
fast enough to keep up with 
our culture’s demand to con¬ 
sume. 

Toy companies are only 
too happy to put the “star-of- 
the-day” on their products. 
And, for the parents who 
won’t have anything to do 
with Barney the Dinosaur or 
the Ninja Turtles, the same 
toys appear with familiar 


faces: the Jetsons, Mickey 
Mouse, and the Cookie Mon¬ 
ster. Star Trek figured the 
marketing solution out long 
ago by creating a second gen¬ 
eration to complement the 
first. 

The love of retro is as evi¬ 
dent in the Castro’s consumer 
outlets as anywhere else. Of 
course, what drives the mar¬ 
keting of the past is partly the 
economy and partly the de¬ 
mand. Bill McKibben’s book, 
The Age of Missing Informa¬ 
tion, offers a thought-provok¬ 
ing look at the “value” of re¬ 
runs in this so-called age of 
information. It points out that 
the past few decades have 
provided only the illusion of 
an information revolution. If 
communication is to be glob¬ 
al, then marketable to the sat¬ 
isfaction of all, television 
must be sure to create and 
send shows void of any real 
substance. 

McKibben writes of televi¬ 
sion in general, but what he 
says works well to under¬ 
stand what is happening in, 
for lack of a better word, 
queer culture. Like the word 
“queer” itself, our community 
must compromise in a num¬ 
ber of ways in order to feel 
inclusive of the communities 
we are trying to gather under 
a single umbrella. 

More words than ever 

Sure, there’s been a boom 
in lesbian and gay publishing. 
Yes, the zine explosion gives 
virtually everyone access to 
publishing. Indeed, the range 
of written words spans a 
wider range than ever before. 
But, no, I don’t believe we’re 
closer to an informed commu¬ 
nity filled with people who 
understand the disparate 
parts of the whole. Who has 
time to read it all? People 
who long to see themselves 
reflected in art and literature 
rarely investigate that which 
is unfamiliar or different. 

Do straight people work 
hard to read gay and lesbian 
writers? Are lesbians reading 
gay men? Are gay men read¬ 
ing lesbians? Are white peo¬ 
ple reading writers of color? 
Are butches reading femmes? 
And so forth. 

When someone tries to 
make a product for everyone 
— a national gay and lesbian 
magazine — the result seems 
like Seventeen magazine for 
queers. Lots of fashion, little 
substance and nothing contro¬ 
versial. 

Fluff becomes central to 
any product trying to reach a 
broad audience. 

Now, what does all this 
have to do with the return of 
the ’50s? 


Well, in the Castro, the im¬ 
ages of the ’50s are viewed 
differently from the romanti¬ 
cism that may have moved 
the women in the Redbook 
poll. Rather than revering 
that time, the Castro crowd is 
continually subverting the im¬ 
ages and offering satire rather 
than security through the im¬ 
ages. 

As a community, one of 
the few things we can actual¬ 
ly agree on is that the past

the clock, on major holidays. 
This is especially great for 
people still in the process of 
setting up their own non¬ 
drinking lives.” 

Candace says she thinks 
it’s terrific that “in the Bay 
Area there’s a really support¬ 
ive lesbian and gay clean and 
sober community. A lot of 
people understand what the 
problems are about. The les¬ 
bian and gay sober communi¬ 
ty can sometimes get pretty 
cruisy, but it helps a lot of 
people who have drinking 
problems.” 

That several options now 
exist for San Franciscans who 
don’t want to drink in the 
New Year is, in part, because 
lesbians and gays have helped 
create them, according to the 
anonymous but helpful phone 
staffer at 415-621-1326, the Al¬ 
coholics Anonymous helpline. 
The gay and lesbian members 
of AA are hosting a holiday 
dance at the Green Room of 
the War Memorial building at 
401 Van Ness on New Year’s 
Eve. There will be dancing 
from 9 p.m. ’til 1 a.m., he 
said, and added that non-gays 
were also welcome — just as 
all gays and lesbians are 
equally welcome at all the pi¬ 
oneering self-help organiza¬ 
tion’s functions. “Just being al¬ 
coholic is enough for people 
to have in common,” he said. 

Besides offering a good 
time for recovering alcoholics 
on the holiday, the dance will 
also raise funds for the Living 
Sober conference, a lesbian 
and gay AA conference, slat¬ 
ed for the weekend of July 4, 
1994. The fete will be ASL in¬ 
terpreted and wheelchair-ac¬ 
cessible, and childcare will be 
available for revellers’ proge¬ 
ny up to 13 years of age. 
Dancing will be preceded by 
an A.A. meeting at 8 pm. 


If you don't dance... 

Other non-drinkingoptions 
are round-the-clock meeting 
marathons, referred to by the 
A.A. staffer as “Alcothons.” 
Many regular A.A. meeting 
places have “Alcothons” dur¬ 
ing the holidays, so a call to 
the local A.A. hotline number 
can get people on their way 
to a meeting, at almost any 
time of day or night during 
holidays like New Year’s. 

The Castro Country Club, 
a local alcohol- and drug-free 
place to hang out at, will be 
open special holiday hours. 


Manager Steve Alimonti of 
the CCC, located in the center 
of the Castro at 4058 18th 
Street, feels that the central 
location of this “safe, support¬ 
ive clean and sober space,” 
makes it an important re¬ 
source. “The doors are open 
year ’round, and we’ll be 
open New Year’s Eve from 
nine in the morning ’til 1:30 
a.m. January first,” he said. 
The CCC, which serves non¬ 
alcoholic beverages, including 
a full range of espresso 
drinks, teas, and sodas, has 
now been in existence ten 
years. In addition to drinks, 
snacks, and safe space, it of¬ 
fers a card and game room, 
movies three or four times a 
week, and a patio in warm 
weather. 

Another option is the gala 
arts festival known as First 
Night, which will come to 
San Francisco’s Fort Mason 
this New Year’s Eve. Inaugu¬ 
rated in Boston in 1976, and 
now celebrated in 100 cities 
in the U.S. and Canada, the 
First Night tradition com¬ 
bines a commitment to non¬ 
alcoholic revelry with an ele¬ 
gant showcase for regional 
artists. 

Attendees are admitted to 
all events throughout the 
evening after purchase of a 
“button” for $10. ($12 at the 
door, $2 discount for students 
and seniors.) Besides dancing 
to live bands, revellers will 
roam through a Fort Mason 
transformed with art exhibits, 


classical music receptions, 
live theater, dance, and multi¬ 
ethnic music performances 
for all ages, as well as Bay 
Area jugglers, clowns, puppet 
theater, and a circus.

1993: 

The Year in Review 


The second quarter of 1993 
got off to an ugly start with 
Senatorial hearings on what 
would be known as “the gays 
in the military issue.” Senator 
Sam Nunn, chair of the Sen¬ 
ate Armed Services Commit¬ 
tee, rejected a list of legal and 
military experts submitted by 
the Campaign for Military 
Service; Senator James 
Exxon of Nebraska admitted 
he “is not open-minded on the 
issue,” according to Torie Os¬ 
born of the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force, who 
described the hearings as “sur¬ 
real.” 

San Francisco’s Shanti 
Project announced that Eric 
Rofes and Melinda Paras, the 
executive director and deputy 
executive director, respective¬ 
ly, tendered their resignations 
on April 2. 

A February audit by the 
San Francisco Health Depart¬ 
ment’s AIDS Office had de¬ 
termined Shanti had misman¬ 
aged an estimated $2.7 mil¬ 
lion in governmental housing 
funds, leading to the “volun¬ 
tary” resignations by Paras 
and Rofes. Paul Lambros, 
who had been Shanti’s direc¬ 
tor of residential services for 
five months, was named inter¬ 
im executive director. 

State Health Director Mol¬ 
ly Joel Coye announced that 
people on MediCal, the state 
healthcare bureaucracy, 
would be shifted into two 
managed care plans to cut 
down on operation expenses. 
More than five million dis¬ 
abled Californians were af¬ 
fected. 

A 23-year-old suspect was 
arrested and charged with 
stabbing a San Francisco gay 
man to death with a butcher 
knife. Jorge Luna was held 
without bail in the murder of 
John Fortunio, a Chevron em¬ 
ployee. Luna told investiga¬ 
tors that he met Fortunio at a 
drag bar, went to his home, 
and “laid down to rest,” after 
which Fortunio “began 
fondling his private parts.” 
Luna then killed the 45-year- 
old Fortunio. Assistant Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Bill Fazio told 
the B.A.R. “it was arguably a 
set-up.” 

California GOPs convened 
in Sacramento and asked lo¬ 
cal police to deploy a police 
helicopter to the site of a plea¬ 
sure cruise attended by Re¬ 
publicans “to fend off attacks 
by gay activists.” No such at¬ 
tacks occurred, but the week¬ 
end was full of attacks on gay 
activism. Congressman Dun¬ 
can Hunter, former felon 
Oliver North, and elderly 
space traveler Wally Schirra 
led the charge. 

A sailor who was quoted 
by the Navy as having said he 
had sex with Terry Helvey, 
the accused killer of Allen 
Schindler, publicly recanted. 
Seaman Victor Christiantold 
the B.A.R. he concocted the 
story because he. was plan¬ 
ning to write a book about his 
Navy life and believed the 
Helvey connection would 
boost its appeal. 

Christian said he was wor¬ 
ried about his career when 
Naval investigators began 
questioning him about 
Helvey, and “so I told them 
what they wanted to hear.” 


Within two days, the Navy 
had leaked the story to the 
press, saying investigators be¬ 
lieved the killing was the vio¬ 
lent outgrowth of a lovers’ 
quarrel. 


The former treasurer of 
the board of Community 
United Against AIDS/SIDA, 
Robert Hannonen-Gladden, 

admitted stealing nearly 
$7,000 from the agency. The 
agency had been functioning 
without an executive director 
since the termination of Rosa 
Maria Zayas in a contentious 
1992 power struggle; Han¬ 
nonen-Gladden was one of 
the key players in Zayas’s re¬ 
moval. 


A San Francisco Superior 
Court Judge ruled on April 6 
that lesbians and gays have no 
right to sue an employer 
for sexual orientation discrim¬ 
ination. Judge Lucy McCabe 
ruled in Glasser v. California 
State Automobile Association, 
that California state law pre¬ 
empts all local human rights 
ordinances. San Francisco 
City Attorney Louise Renne 
vowed to appeal. 


Representative Nancy 
Pelosi introduced legislation 
that would increase funding 
for HIV prevention and edu¬ 
cation into the U.S. House of 
Representatives. Pelosi pro¬ 
posed increasing funding for 
HIV prevention programs at 
the CDC by 43 percent, from 
$500 million to $715 million. 


For the second year in a 
row, a demonstration was 
held outside Sacramento’s 
Capital Christian Center, a 
right wing fundamentalist 
church with links to Lou 
Sheldon’s Traditional Values 
Coalition. As in 1992, the 
demonstration was held on 
Easter Sunday. 


Congress heard testimony 
from the son of a doctor who 
was shot in the back by an 
abortion foe. The House Judi¬ 
ciary Subcommittee on Crime 
and Criminal Justice heard 
from David Gunn, Jr., who 
spoke on behalf of a proposed 
law that would prevent fur¬ 
ther acts of violence against 
women's health clinic pro¬ 
fessionals. 


AZT. 


The British medical jour¬ 
nal The Lancet reported that 
AZT does not significantly 
slow the onset of AIDS. The 
Concorde Study, as the re¬ 
search was called, called into 
question the practice of pre¬ 
scribing the drug for those 
with asymptomatic HIV infec¬ 
tion. 

Funding for 19 additional 
physicians, nurses, social 
workers, and other staff to 
treat HIV-related concerns 
was secured by Supervisor 
Carole Migden. The supple¬ 
mental appropriations were 
for to staff HIV care pro¬ 
grams at Health Centers 1,2,3, 
and 5; the Potrero Hill Dis¬ 
trict Health Center; and the 
Tenderloin’s Tom Waddell 
Clinic. 


A travel agent who sold 
tickets for luxury rail travel 
to the forthcoming March on 
Washington disappeared with 
an estimated $75,000 in re¬ 
ceipts. Steve Taylor of Sun¬ 
nyvale sold the tours to les¬ 
bians and gay men at prices 
ranging from $900 to $2,500 
per person and was last seen 
loading his belongings into a 
U-Haul trailer. 

Scientists including Dr. 
Anthony Fauci, director of 
the National Institute of Aller¬ 
gies and Infectious Diseases, 
reported HIV has no real “la¬ 
tent” or inactive stage. 

April 

Three Marines were ac¬ 
quitted April 13 of assaulting 
a gay man in a North Caroli¬ 
na bar, in a case that became 
a national symbol of the issue 
of gay bashing. A judge ruled

(Continued from previous page) 
that the state had failed to 
prove the Marines acted to 
cause Crae Prigden injury. 
The Marines insisted they 
were defending themselves. 

Metropolitan Community 
Church announced that it 
would open a community cen¬ 
ter on 18th Street at the site 
of the former Living Room, 
to provide a drop-in center for 
people with AIDS and HIV. 
MCC planned to provide a va¬ 
riety of support groups, self 
help programs, and drop-in 
events at the facility, located 
at 4035 18th Street. 

The California Fair Politi¬ 
cal Practices Commission 
fined San Franciscans For 
Common Sense Against 
Proposition K $7,000 for hid¬ 
ing the source of two dona¬ 
tions to the group in 1990. 
The anti-domestic partners 
group received the funds 
from Lou Sheldon’s Tradi¬ 
tional Values Coalition. 

Norway legalized gay mar¬ 
riages with two restrictions: 
lesbian and gay couples 
would not be allowed to 
adopt and the Church of Nor¬ 
way would not be required to 
perform gay weddings. 

San Francisco philan¬ 
thropist Jim Hormel offered a 
$10,000 matching grant to Un¬ 
der One Roof, the non-profit 
store that turns its proceeds 
over to more than 50 AIDS 
service groups throughout 
Northern California. Hormel’s 
grant specified that the 
$10,000 in funds that must be

raised by the store had to be 
in contributions of $50 or 
more and be given by in¬ 
dividuals. 

AIDS became the leading 
cause of premature death of 
Americans under the age of 
65, according to the Centers 
for Disease Control in Atlanta, 
Georgia. Accidents were the 
top cause of death, followed by 
cancer, suicide, homicide, and 
heart disease. 

A Dallas, Texas boy was 
suspended from school after 
wearing a T-shirt proclaiming 
he wasn’t gay but his 
boyfriend was. He was also 
told he couldn’t wear a gay 
freedom ring necklace to 
school. 

President Clinton met with 
the executives of the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force, 
the Human Rights Campaign 
Fund, the Campaign For Mil¬ 
itary Service, the Black Gay 
and Lesbian Leadership Fo¬ 
rum, the Gay and Lesbian Vic¬ 
tory Fund, and representatives 
of the March on Washington. 
Clinton said he hoped to name 
an AIDS czar, voiced support 
for the federal civil rights law 
for lesbians and gays, and reaf¬ 
firmed his commitment to 
signing an executive order lift¬ 
ing the military ban on les¬ 
bians and gays. The meeting 
was criticized by gay activists 
such as ACT UP Founder Lar¬ 
ry Kramer, who said leaders 
let Clinton off easy in light of 
the backsliding on his cam¬ 
paign promises. 

Longtime labor activist 
Howard Wallace was elected 
to the legislative committee of 
the San Francisco Labor 
Council. 

Five lesbian and gay men¬ 
tal health specialists were to 
be terminated from city jobs 
because of $25 million in cuts 
requested by Mayor Jordan in 
the Health Department’s pro¬ 
posed $600 million budget. 
The workers provider mental 
health services to serious dis¬ 
turbed lesbian and gay pa¬ 
tients. 

Mayor Jordan announced 
that he was cancelling his trip 
to the March on Washington 
because of the city’s $184 mil¬ 
lion budget crises. San Fran¬ 
cisco would be officially repre¬ 
sented by Jordan’s wife Wendy 
Paskin and aides Kurt Barrie 
and Jean Harris. 

The same Jean Harris was 

appointed as chair of the State 
Democratic Party finance com¬ 
mittee after being defeated for 
the post of chair of the party. 

An estimated 1,000,000 les¬ 
bians and gays participated in 
the third March on Washing¬ 
ton. Clinton went to Boston in¬ 
stead. 


The Bay Area Reporter 
was listed as a “pinko newspa¬ 
per” in intelligence surveil¬ 
lance files kept by openly gay 
art dealer and long time B’nai 
Brith Anti-Defamation League 
intelligence operative Roy Bul¬ 
lock. The documents were dis¬ 
covered as part of an investiga¬ 
tion into illegally maintained 
copies of SFPD files. 

Convicted felon Sabin Dre- 
sai pleaded guilty to drugging, 
the drinks of more than a 
dozen gay man and then rob¬ 
bing them after they picked up 
him in gay bars around the 
city. Dresai had been convict¬ 
ed of a similar spree a decade 
earlier and had been out of jail 
less than a year following a 
ten-year sentence. Dresai faced 
20 years in prison as a career 
criminal. 

The U.S. sailor accused of 
killing gay shipmate Allen 
Schindler pleaded guilty to the 
murder during a pretrial ses¬ 
sion on May 3 in Yokosuka, 
japan. Airman Apprentice Ter¬ 
ry Helvey entered a plea of 
guilty with intent to inflict 
great bodily harm. He re¬ 
ceived the maximum sentence 
of life in prison. 

San Francisco Police Chief 
Anthony Ribera testified be¬ 
fore the House Armed Ser¬ 
vices Committee in favor of 
lifting the military ban on gays 
and lesbians, and noted that 
San Francisco hired its first 
gay cop in 1979 and that 85 
lesbian and gay officers served 
with distinction on a force of 
1,830 officers. 

A budget reconciliation by 
Shanti that was ordered by 
the Health Department’s 
AIDS Office revealed that the 
agency owed the city $311,000 
in funds it couldn’t account 
for. The preliminary figure 
was the difference between 
amounts contracted for ser¬ 
vices and actual Shanti expen¬ 
ditures. Shanti announced that 
it would repay the funds, and 
sue its former accountants for 
the financial mess of the orga¬ 
nization.

The Hawaii Supreme Court 
ordered a lower court to de¬ 
cide whether a ban on same 
sex marriage violated the state 
constitution, declared that 
marriage is a civil right, and 
said a ban on gay marriage is 
presumed to be unconstitution¬ 
al unless the state of Hawaii 
can prove compelling reasons 
for prohibiting gay marriage. 

A 60-year-old Antioch, Cal¬ 
ifornia Roman Catholic priest 

was one of seven men nabbed 
in a undercover roundup at a 
Livermore rest stop, according 
to the Alameda County Sher¬ 
iff’s Department. The priest al¬ 
legedly offered to perform a 
sex act on an undercover sher¬ 
iffs lieutenant. 

Republican senator Jesse 
Helms of North Carolina at¬ 
tacked San Francisco Supervi¬ 
sor and Clinton nominee 
Roberta Achtenberg for a 
Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment post as “a damn lesbian.” 

The National Institute of 
Allergy and Infectious Dis¬ 
eases announced that San 
Francisco would be one of sev¬ 
en cities for the first clinical 
trials of an experimental AIDS 
vaccine candidate in pregnant 
women with HIV. 

The Health Department an¬ 
nounced that Shanti would 
lose all $2.7 million in city 
AIDS housing contracts and 
would get out of the housing 
business by the end of Octo¬ 
ber. The dissolution of the 144- 
bed housing program was or¬ 
dered after a review of the 
program and revelations that 
at least $311,000 in city funds 
were spent on unauthorized 
expenses at the agency during 
a 1991-92 contract year. 

Massachusetts Representa¬ 
tive Barney Frank proposed a 
compromise plan to a ban on 
gays in the military. The 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” compro¬ 
mise would allow gay people 
to do what they want in their 
off hours, but not acknowl¬ 
edge or talk about their sexual 
orientation on duty. 

The Tenth Annual AIDS 
Candlelight Vigil was held in 
more than 100 cities in the 
United States and around the 
world, including Prague, 
Czechoslovakia; Minsk, 
Byelorussia; Calcutta, India; 
and Tokyo, Japan. 

San Francisco Health Offi¬ 
cials released a study of 474 
men between the ages of 17 
and 22 that was conducted in 
bars, gay dance clubs, and oth¬ 
er local venues. The study 
found that 9.4 percent of the 
men were infected with HIV 
and 33 percent of respondents 
said they engaged in unsafe 


The United States Senate 
confirmed the nomination of 
San Francisco damn lesbian 
Supervisor Roberta Achten¬ 
berg as Housing and Urban 
Development Assistant Secre¬ 
tary of Fair Housing and 
Equal Opportunity. 

June 

The National Center For 
Lesbian Rights honored les¬ 
bian officials Judy Abdo, May¬ 
or of Santa Monica; Seattle 


City Council member Sherry 
Harris; San Francisco Supervi¬ 
sor Carole Migden; and School 
Board member Angie Fa at its 
annual reception. NCLR also 
announced the appointment of 
Paula Ettlebrick as its director 
of public policy, who would 
open the group’s New York of¬ 
fice. 

The top legislative body of 
the United Methodist Church 

voted to hold the denomina¬ 
tion’s quadrennial conference 
in Colorado, despite Amend¬ 
ment 2 and despite requests 
from lesbian and gay 
Methodists and supporters to 
join the boycott. 

Susan Leal was appointed 
by Mayor Frank Jordan to re¬ 
place Supervisor Roberta 
Achtenberg on the Board of 
Supervisor. Leal, a Latina les¬ 
bian attorney and health care 
executive, is a 43-year-old San 
Francisco executive. 


The Ninth International 
Conference on AIDS opened 
in Berlin. Originally slated for 
the United States, organizers 
moved it out of the country 
because the U.S. government 
would not end HIV travel 
bans.

Kwanzaa is based on seven 
fundamental principles (Ngu- 
zo Saba), with a different one 
stressed during each day of 
the holiday: Umoja (Unity), 
Kujichagulia (Self-determina¬ 
tion), Ujima (Collective work 
and responsibility), Ujamaa 
(Cooperative economics), Nia 
(purpose), Kuumba (creativi¬ 
ty), and Imani (Faith). On 
the seventh day gifts are ex¬ 
changed. 

While other trappings and 
rituals of the 1960s like the 
“Afro” and the dashiki have 
since gone by the wayside, 
Kwanzaa has endured. It is 
practiced by an estimated 13 
million in the United States 
and is especially popular in 
the Bay Area, which, for a 
time, was the center of the 
Black Power Movement. 

For its founder, Kwanzaa 
and its seven principles repre¬ 
sent “the moral minimum set 
of African values that African- 
Americans needed in order to 
rebuild and strengthen fami¬ 
ly, community, and culture, 
and become a self-conscious 
social force in the struggle to 
control their destiny and daily 
life.”T

Nevirapine has 
shown very little toxicity. This study is design¬ 
ed to compare nevirapine vs. placebo, alone or 
in combination with AZT, and the effects on 
T-cell counts after 3 and 6 months. There are 
two parts to this study, so that everyone who 
gets placebo in the first part will get active 
drugs in the second part, and free access to 
AZT for the duration of their participation in 
the study. 

This study will recruit participants whose T- 
cell counts are between 200-500, and who 
have taken AZT for at least 4 months but no 
longer than 1 year. No prior ddl or ddC use is 
allowed. There are also limited spaces for par¬ 
ticipants who have never taken any anti¬ 
retroviral drugs.

GHB, Mon Amour 

Is This What Killed River Phoenix? Then Why Is Everyone Doing It?

When River Phoenix died 
in November, 1993, the offi¬ 
cial cause of the actor’s death 
was listed as a cocktail combi¬ 
nation of valium, cocaine, and 
alcohol. But it has been ru¬ 
mored in some gay clubs and 
gyms that something else poi¬ 
soned Phoenix, another sub¬ 
stance that is increasingly fa¬ 
miliar to bodybuilders and 
recreational drug users: GHB. 

Clinically named “gamma 
hydroxy butyrate,” the com¬ 
pound has been used by 
bodybuilders for years, per¬ 
haps even decades, to offset 
the pain of heavy workouts. 
More recently, a few men 
with HIV have used it to off¬ 
set weight loss. It is easy to 
take: a quarter teaspoon in 
the powdered form (or in liq¬ 
uid form, a whole teaspoon) is 
mixed in a glass of water and 
drunk. It is not smoked or 
shot up; it doesn’t come in a 
pill. Combined with an exer¬ 
cise regimen, GHB may in¬ 
crease appetite, strength, and 
eventually muscle mass. But 
if used improperly, its side ef¬ 
fects can be deadlier than 
steroids. When mixed with al¬ 
cohol, it induces delirium, 
loss of control, and, in ex¬ 
treme cases, comas. It also be¬ 
comes toxic when mixed with 
orange juice, as odd as that 
may sound. 

One gay man in San Fran¬ 
cisco who has been living 
with HIV for years, Ken, uses 
GHB as a stimulant to aid his 
weight training, which has al¬ 
ways been an important part 
of his anti-HIV strategy. Now 
that he is also taking ddC, the 
tall, well-muscled man joking¬ 
ly calls himself a human test 
tube. And although he was 
worried about telling his doc¬ 
tor that he was taking ster¬ 
oids and GHB, a physician is 
now monitoring his condition 
and seems interested to see 
what will happen. So far 
there has been a very slight 
increase in Ken’s T-cell count. 

Ken reports an increase in 
his appetite since his steroid- 
GHB regimen, and says he’s 
never felt better. He’s aware 
of the less-than-positive con¬ 
notations of steroids and 
growth hormones, but wanted 
to increase his muscularity. 
He hooked up with a guy 
from Los Angeles who, judg¬ 
ing from his physique, ap¬ 
peared to know “something 
about steroids,” and ended up 
with an education in better 
shredding through chemistry. 

“I heard all the negative 
health consequences about 
steroids,” he says, “that it cuts 
into your immune system. 
Then I thought, well, I’ll go 
out in a blaze of glory.” 

While he may sound reck¬ 
less, he’s actually been careful 
about his experiments. Ken 
learned more about steroids 
and decided that careful 
dosage of GHB would help 
him. He believes it does. “I did 
GBH on top of another steroid. 
It burns fat while you sleep. It 
increases definition in the 
muscles: makes you ripped, 
ripped, ripped.” 

Although Ken acknowl¬ 
edges that “it’s a very popular 
party drug,” and that he, too, 
first tried it late one night for 
recreation — when “I was al¬ 
ready too high anyway, so it 
didn’t have any effect,” — he 
insists his interest in GHB is 
now for its strengthening 
properties and downplays its 
high. 


“Maybe everybody’s differ¬ 
ent. I take the recommended 
dosage and get a mild ecsta- 
cy[-like] high.” He pauses. 
“Well, actually, the first cou¬ 
ple times I couldn’t walk to the 
bathroom.” 

The reason for the high? 
“It is a sedative,” Ken ex¬ 
plains. “You’re supposed to 
go to sleep to make it work 
on your muscles.. It really 
doesn’t take much to get high 
on it, but if you do too much, 
you just fall asleep.” But even 
though he says he usually fol¬ 
lows the dosage and makes 
sure he sleeps, Ken admits 
he, too, has experienced side 
effects, one of which is that 
he has “gotten emotional on 
it” unexpectedly. 

“I’ll just cry from thinking 
about something,” he says. “It

feels kind of good, it’s cathar¬ 
tic. Other times I feel really 
sexual on it, but that’s not 
good, because it’s really coun¬ 
teracting what you want to do 
with the body-building.” For 
him, the relief GHB provides 
from workout pains and the 
energy it gives him are worth 
the risks. 

So, is GHB a potential life- 
saver for FWAs looking to 
gain weight, or is it a danger¬ 
ous recreational drug? That 
depends on who one talks to. 

How safe is lust-crazed? 

GHB is just one of a phar- 
macopea of drugs emerging 
as co-factors in current social 
behavior, particularly among 
gay men seeking to recapture 
erstwhile nights of dancing, 
dizziness, and sex. Those who 
use it for its high say it is 
clearer than pot, and more fo¬ 


cused than a messy candy 
flip. But due to its strangely 
intoxicating nature and its un¬ 
reliable distribution network 
— even Ken admits he has no 
idea where the stuff is origi¬ 
nally made — it may also in¬ 
vite many infections, includ¬ 
ing HIV. 

One San Francisco resi¬ 
dent, Pete (not his real name), 
told the B.A.R. that the 
night he did GHB was one of 
the scariest of his life, and 
something that left him full of 
regret. 

“Actually I had a great 
time on it, at first,” he admits. 
“It wasn’t like taking angel 
dust or anything. A few years 
ago it was for sale over the 
counter until the FDA re¬ 
moved it, and since the FDA 
has done things like take Hot 
Stuff off the market, I figured 
it must be fairly benign. 

“I don’t know if it’s be¬ 
cause I mixed it with alcohol, 
but it was really like being 
thrust into a dream state, 
where it didn’t seem like any¬ 
thing had any serious conse¬ 
quences, which out of the real 
experience was bad, because 
of the two guys I went home 
with, we had only one con¬ 
dom. Before I knew it, we 
were having unsafe sex. 
Someone was fucking some¬ 
body and vice versa, without 
a condom. 

“I thought he was wearing 
a condom,” Pete says, but dis¬ 
covered otherwise after it was 
too late. “And then I stuck my 
dick up somebody else. I 
didn’t think it was really hap¬ 
pening.” Along with forget¬ 
ting a condom, Pete forgot he 
was HIV-positive. High on 
GHB, that didn’t seem to mat¬ 
ter. 

When asked about the 
physical hangover of the 
drug, Pete says he “was more 
emotionally depressed over 
what had transpired. We 
were all freaked out. Even on 
[other] drugs I knew what 
was going on, but on GHB we 
were so sexually driven. We 
were just completely filled 
with total abandon, no re¬ 
sponsibility. 

“I’d been drunk before and 
never had that sort of thing 
happen,” he said. “I think it 
was the drug itself that made 
me forget everything I’ve 
learned about safe sex.” Since 
then, however, Pete says he 
d has given up all drugs and fo- 
£ cused on his health. 

F 

t A friend of Pete’s recount- 
~ ed a similar story of two men 
who sought out sex partners 
at nightclubs for group orgies 
on the drug. He recalled an 
episode of personally having 
a blackout — “mid-fuck” — 
while some others passed out 
in strangers’ beds, desperate 
for sex with anyone, but phys¬ 
ically unable to do it. 

Pete worries about club 
kids who take GHB to en¬ 
hance their sex drive, or drive 
for something, and feel their 
caution dissolve as fast as the 
powder in water. He says some 
unsuspecting people think 
they’ve hit on a harmless 
variant of ecstacy, but that is an 
impression about GHB he no 
longer holds. “It totally sent 
control from my head to my 
dick,” he says, “and homos 
have enough of a problem with 
that.” 

Ken says reckless behav-

His screen credits include 
a dozen Spanish movies and work in a 
like number of American films in 
Europe. 

Mario came to America in 1971, 
traveling and performing for the West 
Virginia school system. He often claim¬ 
ed he taught himself English by wat¬ 
ching Ricky Ricardo on reruns of I Love 
Lucy. Accent intact, he moved to Los 
Angeles to further his career, met ad¬ 
man turned fledgling publisher John 
Embry, and began a partnership lasting 
only a month short of 18 years. 

Alternate Publishing’s Drummer 
magazine listed him as co-publisher for 
10 years, as do both the current Manifest 
and Alternate magazines. He has com¬ 
posed several songs, more recently two 
of which were produced by Megatone’s 
John Hedges and recorded with the Jo 
Los on the Wings label. 

Mario had a passion for travel, and he 
declared that he considered this final 
transition as “simply one more trip to 
look forward to.” Fortunately, he was 
able to be in his home in Sebastopol, 
California, in the arms of his family, 
which included his partner of over 17 
years; his sisters, Maria and Manola 
from Alicante, Spain; his friends; and 
his animals. Mario, like his patron saint, 
Francis of Assisi, was blessed with a 
special relationship with animals. 

Just one more song, Paco ... 

Much heartfelt appreciation is due 
Kaiser Permanente Santa Rosa as well 
as the Kaiser Honolulu facility, and 
especially Home Hospice of Sonoma 
County for their compassionate care 
and expertise above and beyond the call 



of duty. Mario passed peacefully on a 
Sunday evening at 6:15 p.m. 

Mario’s presence will never cease to 
be felt among those who knew him, lov¬ 
ed him, and/or watched him perform. 
He leaves his well-worn costumes, his 
stilled guitar, piano and synthesizer 
behind; but there is the music itself, 
along with the considerable unstilled 
melody of his life.

text book, not in the real 
world. If you trust the brass 
to keep their promises about 
gay people, you live in great 
fantasy land. (The military 
has) been lying for years 
about gay people,” Wilson 
says* “Why would they be 
more honest now? ... They’ve 
always trumped up charges of 
misconduct.” 

Even more disturbing, the 
new regulations rely heavily 
on “command discretion.” 
Good commanders, Benecke 
says, have “a little more 
room” to create a climate that 
is not homophobic. On the 
other hand, “commanders 
who are homophobic and do 
desire to ferret out gays have 
more room to ferret.” Homo- 
phobic field commanders 
might also assess a harsher 
punishment of a less-than-hon- 
orable discharge — worse, for 
the most part, than under the 
old policy. 

How it will work 

Essentially the five points 
of the new regulations are: 

1) Don’t Ask. New recruits 
will not be asked their sexual 
orientation unless there is “in¬ 
dependent evidence” to com¬ 
pel the question. However — 
something most active duty 
lesbians and gays don’t real¬ 
ize — is that as soon as they 
are sworn in, military com 
manders have the right to ask 
if the servicemember has ever 
said they are gay or has ever 
engaged in a homosexual act, 
according to Benecke. Such an 
admission might be deemed 
sufficient grounds to prompt 
an investigation or may be 
filed for later use. 

2) Don’t Tell. Homosexu¬ 
ality is no longer considered 
“incompatible” with military 
service. Henceforth only those 
who engage in “homosexual 
conduct” will be discharged. 
“Homosexual conduct” now 
includes open declaration of 
gay status, anyone who has 
committed a “homosexual 
act,” or anyone who marries 
or attempts to marry some¬ 
one of the same sex. Howev¬ 
er, if a servicemember can re¬ 
but the charge, or “demon¬ 
strate” that they are not gay 
and do not have “a propensity 
or intent” to engage in homo¬ 
sexual acts, they will be al¬ 
lowed to stay in the military. 

3) Don’t Pursue. The mil¬ 
itary will no longer launch 
witchhunts: criminal investi¬ 
gations “solely to determine a 
service member’s sexual ori¬ 
entation.” There also appears 
to be a curtailing of criminal 
investigations into sexual mis¬ 
conduct when the sex is pri¬ 
vate and between consenting 
adults. However, investiga¬ 
tions can be launched if there 
is a suspicion of “aggravating 
circumstances” involving 
force, coercion, and intimida¬ 
tion; sex with minors under 
the age of 16; abuse of rank; or 
“conduct that raises a security 
risk.” 

4) Homosexuality itself is 
no longer grounds to deny a 
security clearance. However, 
the concealment of a service- 
member’s sexual orientation 
might prompt investigators to 
probe for more information, 
especially is there is a securi¬ 
ty concern about blackmail. 

5) The military will inform 
all new recruits and military 
personnel about the new pol¬ 
icy, and is now informing 
and training all military com¬ 
manders and senior enlisted 
personnel how to handle situ¬ 
ations that may arise. This is 


interesting, gay rights ac¬ 
tivists say, since the govern¬ 
ment has yet to explain its 
old policy adequately in sev¬ 
eral courts of law. 

"Associational activity” 

A briefing paper for new 
recruits defines a “homosexu¬ 
al act” as “touching a person 
of your same sex or allowing 
such a person to touch you 
for the purpose of satisfying 
sexual desire” — including 
“hand-holding or kissing, or 
other physical contact of a 
sexual nature,” according to a 
story in the Los Angeles 
Times. These activities “are 
never crimes for heterosexu¬ 
als,” says Wilson. 

“Associational activity” 
such as “going to a gay bar, 
possessing or reading homo¬ 
sexual publications, associat¬ 
ing with known homosexuals, 
or marching in a gay rights 
rally in civilian clothes” is 
permitted. However, holding 
a sign at that rally suggesting 
one’s own gay status may be 
considered misconduct. Addi¬ 
tionally, an investigation and 
possible discharge can occur

without self-admission but 
with “credible third party” co¬ 
operation. 

There are three areas 
where the military tried to 
make the environment for 
gays “marginally less intoler¬ 
able,” says Benecke. They 
tried to reign in investigations 
and witchhunts; they promise 
to enforce the Uniform Code 
of Military Justice (UCMJ) 
even-handedly — unlike the 
heretofore “selective enforce¬ 
ment” against gays — and cas¬ 
es will be handled administra¬ 
tively, instead of by court 
martial (unless force, a minor, 
or a subordinate is involved). 

But “selective enforce¬ 
ment” may be in the eye of 
the beholder. “The Adminis¬ 
tration is trying to paint a pic¬ 
ture that as long as you’re not 
fucking in public or making a 
pass at someone, we’re not 
going after you,” Wilson says. 
But, she cautions, there is still 
“an incredible amount of 
room” to “inadvertently run 
afoul” of the regulations. 

For instance, she says, “ag¬ 
gravated circumstances” also 
include being demonstrative 
“in public view” and in virtu¬ 
ally any location subject to 
military control. So if two sol¬ 
diers — with a difference in 
rank of as little as one stripe 
— are spotted kissing good¬ 
night outside a barracks, their 
behavior could be cited as 
misconduct since kissing is 
homosexual conduct, they 
kissed in public view, in an 
area under military control, 


and the difference in rank 
could be construed as frater¬ 
nization. 

The military is “splitting 
hairs” in its definition of gay 
conduct, says Tanya Domi, 
legislative director of the Na¬ 
tional Gay & Lesbian Task 
Force. And while it looks like 
the military has attempted to 
set up some “parameters,” the 
end goal “is to eliminate those 
who become known as gay.” 
That reality, she says, hasn’t 
changed. 

Of the one sentence saying 
the military will not “tolerate 
harassment or violence 
against any service member, 
for any reason,” Domi says, “I 
don’t believe it goes far 
enough. We know the past 
policy didn’t save Allen 
Schindler’s life and this one 
wouldn’t either.” 

“They have produced regu¬ 
lations that are flawed and 
unconstitutional and we’re go¬ 
ing to fight them everywhere 
possible — in the courts, in the 
streets, and in Congress,” says 
David Smith, NGLTF Com¬ 
munications Director. He says 
NGLTF’s Campus Organizing 
arm will focus on booting 
ROTC from college campus¬ 
es. 

ACLU gets involved 

Meanwhile, the ACLU is 
preparing a new lawsuit to 
challenge the constitutionality 
of the regulations and the 
new policy passed by Con¬ 
gress, according to ACLU/LA 
staff attorney Jon Davidson. 
He notes that the new regula¬ 
tions are designed to apply to 
cases that emerge after 
February 5. There are court 
cases still pending under the 
old policy and the myriad of 
regulations that have been 
implemented since the gays in 
the military debate erupted. 

Davidson also notes that 
within the last year five courts 
have held or preliminarily 
held that the previous regula¬ 
tions have been unconstitution¬ 
al. Defense Department attor¬ 
ney Jamie Gorelick has indicat¬ 
ed the Administration has not 
yet decided whether or not or 
how to appeal those court rul¬ 
ings. 

For Davidson the funda¬ 
mental question being raised 
by the military issue is “what 
does it mean to be gay?” And 
does the military’s definition 
bear any resemblance to real¬ 
ity? 

“[Congressman] Barney 
Frank says this is a small ad¬ 
vance. But is it even measur¬ 
able?” Davidson asks. “I think 
things are worse. Now they 
are more clearly saying that 
you could presume conduct 
from a statement. And we’re 
seeing a higher rate of other- 
than-honorable discharges us¬ 
ing that presumption to say 
you engaged in conduct. 

“They say it’s not about sta¬ 
tus but predictions of who’s 
going to engage in certain con¬ 
ducts. But that’s predicated on 
status. The new regulations 
prevent certain conduct and 
identity in a public way and 
that violates the fundamental 
right of identity for a people. 
It’s kind of like saying you can 
be Jewish but you can never 
tell anybody or act upon it in 
any way.” 

“We are still advising active 
duty servicemembers,” says 
Wilson, “to say nothing, sign 
or initial nothing, don’t name 
names, and seek competent 
civilian counsel.”

ior occurs even when people 
are sober and is irked by plat¬ 
itudes about recreational 
drugs leading to unsafe sex, 
which he says reckon back to 
a sort of Reefer Madness 
paranoia. “I still had enough 
control [on GHB] to sayno, 
and to tell whether I was 
putting myself at risk or not,” 
he says. “It’s a question of 
quantity, personal choice, 
maybe it’s a question of per¬ 
sonality. 


“Some people have addic¬ 
tive personalities. They can’t 
say no to drugs.” 

It is unfortunate, albeit un¬ 
deniable, that many who can’t 
say no to drugs also cannot 
say no to sex, especially when 
they have an unhealthy dose 
of low-self-esteem: like the 
lack of any condom distribu¬ 
tion program in the city, it is 
a co-factor in expanding risk 
situations for HIV and other 
STD transmission. It’s ironic: 
a drug that makes its users 
bigger, so they can get sexier, 
can — will — kill them if they 
take too much, or take it 
wrong, or use enough to for¬ 
get about safer sex. 


Fir fetish 

You can bet they were "O Tannenbaum" -ing in leather 
around this Yuletide uniform tree over the Christmas 
holidays. 


But because GHB will be 
found and used — by those 
who crave it most, or think 
they need it to get bodies 
worthy of club invites and 
sexual conquests — the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
has created brochures on 
drug use and safe sex, de¬ 
signed to look like colorful 
club invites, which volunteers 
distribute at local clubs. 
Those brochures do not, how¬ 
ever, include condoms. ▼

was twisted. We seem to cel¬ 
ebrate our agreement that the 
’50s were full of sexism, 
racism, classism and all sorts 
of evils. We even reach con¬ 
sensus on a few heroic indi¬ 
viduals who found ways to 
rise above the limitations of 
their times. Satirizing the ’50s 
is fun. It shows we have risen 
above those times. 

Or does it? 

Satire, one of the easiest 
forms of comedy, suggests the 
shortcomings in its target, yet 
it rarely offers much help in 
providing solutions to prob¬ 
lems. So, while we can recog¬ 


nize the stereotype on the 
greeting card — and can even 
subvert it by adding unex¬ 
pected text — when we share 
our laughter we have not nec¬ 
essarily done anything to 
erase those stereotypes from 
the real world. 

If all we do is make fun of 
the images that present an 
empty-headed, white, middle- 
class, nuclear family stereo¬ 
type, then we’re still left with 
the question: where are the 
images of African-Americans, 
disabled Americans, poor peo¬ 
ple, Asian-Americans, aging 
Americans, Latinos/Latinas, 
and others who have tradi¬ 
tionally been invisible? 

In the effort to undermine 
stereotypes do we simply re¬ 


inforce the exclusion that we 
purport to be beyond? 

It is far easier to agree on 
what was wrong with the 
world than what is wrong 
with it, even harder to agree 
on what to do about it. 

I’m in no position to say 
which decade has made for 
the easiest childhood. We all 
have our time and place, and 
we make the best of it. But, 
those of us who are adults 
now, have some control over 
the future. What are we doing 
to make childhood brighter for 
those who are living it now or 
in the next few decades? 

I for one have had enough 
of the ’50s. Let’s get on with 
1994. ▼

housing agency is considering 
allowing gay couples to fall 
under the rubric of “family 
members.” This ruling would 
allow surviving partners in 
same-sex relationships to in¬ 
herit rent-controlled apart¬ 
ments as well as other bene¬ 
fits. 

Supervisor Carole Migden, 
removed as chair of the influ¬ 
ential Finance Committee by 
Angela Alioto, is receiving 
high marks for a job well- 
done — even some in Mayor 
Jordan’s office are privately 
saying that they admire the 
way Migden handled the job. 

Following in the footsteps 
of David Gergen and Patrick 
Buchanan, Speaker Willie 


Brown has signed for a five- 
day-a-week talk show on 
Sacramento’s KCRA, an NBC 
affiliate. But hasn’t the Willie 
Brown Show already been 
playing in Sacramento for the 
last dozen years or so? 

Los Angeles is one of the 
handful of cities making a se¬ 
rious effort to land the ’96 
Democratic National Conven¬ 
tion. Clinton needs this state’s 
electoral votes badly to get re¬ 
elected, and L.A. is seen as a 
“serious” contender. 

Veteran state Senator 
Cathie Write of Simi Valley

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Gagging on Gay Glossies

A year ago the “gay 
slicks” — glossy, Ad¬ 
vocate -like maga¬ 
zines — were touted 
as a hot prospect by no less 
than the New York Times. 
They were impressed by the 
recent high-profile reporting 
by the Advocate, and by the 
ability of that magazine and 
its would-be fellow travelers, 
Genre and Ten Percent, to in¬ 
terest lucrative mainstream 
advertisers. From a marketing 
perspective these periodicals 
may indeed count as substan¬ 
tial successes, but from a gay 
journalism point of view, it was 
a miserable year. 

Shortly after the NYT 
piece, the publisher of the 
Advocate fired the editor 
who’d so impressed the main¬ 
stream daily. Now that he’d 
scored his PR points with a 
touch of peppy journalism, he 
was ready to settle back into 
dishing out traditional tame 
guppyoid copy and thus cash 
in his chips in the form of 
mainstream advertising. 
Around the same time a num¬ 
ber of women and/or progres¬ 
sive workers were canned, 
and overall, the Advocate re¬ 
treated from its brief flirta¬ 
tion with queer journalism. 

Commentary 

Concurrently, that grand- 
daddy of gay magazines final¬ 
ly resolved its long conflict 
over its “Trader Dick” classi¬ 
fied ads section. Traditional¬ 
ly the core of the publication, 
it had increasingly become an 
embarrassment and a hin¬ 
drance to the policy of accel¬ 
erated assimilation. It was 
first reduced in size, then sep¬ 
arated into a detachable book¬ 
let attached to the back cover; 
now it has been completely 
deleted and is available only 
as a separate publication at 
additional charge. “Trader 
Dick” has been pushed into 
the closet, and it costs extra 
to get access to him there. 

In many ways it was an el¬ 
egant solution, shamelessly 
sucking up to mainstream 
sensibilities while simultane¬ 
ously squeezing the gay sub¬ 
scribers for more cash. But 
somehow the resulting bi¬ 
weekly seems strangely flab¬ 
by and hollow, as though it 
had lost its soul. 

Recurring problem 

A recurring problem I’ve 


had with all of the gay slicks 
is taking their editorial con¬ 
tent and perspective seriously. 
As a moderately anti-con- 
sumerist (but admittedly mid¬ 
dle-class) queer with radical 
politics, I’m used to feeling 
marginalized by the 
“gaystream” and “lifestyle” 
approaches. But reading the 
current crop of slicks makes 
me feel like I’ve entered a re¬ 
actionary guppy twilight 
zone. 

The first copy of Ten Percent 
that I saw on the newsstands 
touted an interview with John 
Schafly (gay son of the in¬ 
famous homophobe and 
anti-abortionist) by Dee 
Mosbacher, lesbian daughter 
of the wealthiest Republican 
fundraiser on the West Coast). 
What a zany spoof, I thought at 
first, wondering if it was some¬ 
body’s April Fool’s issue. But 
they were dead serious; “gays” 
are important, from this 
perspective, only and exactly 
to the degree that they’re reac¬ 
tionary and/or rich. 

Nor was the Advocate’s 
tongue in their cheek when 
they splashed an interview 
with notorious homophobic 
underwear model Marky 
Mark on their cover (“Exclu¬ 
sive Interview” — “His Turn”). 
It was another classic double 
payoff: being able to loudly 
disclaim any hint of libera- 
tionist sympathies while hav¬ 
ing an excuse to run several 
sexy centerfold shots of the 
hunky fag-basher. 

Genre is certainly the 
worst of the slicks, not be¬ 
cause they’re more avidly 
conservative than the others — 
that could scarcely be possi¬ 
ble — but rather because of 
their thorough and complete 
subordination of editorial con¬ 
tent to advertising concerns. 
I discovered this when I got 
my free issue of their 
Dec./Jan. ’94 edition (a come- 
on originating from a March 
on Washington mailing list) 
and was confronted with 110 
pages of booze ads, un¬ 
abashed touts for lavender 
consumerism, and hardly a 
scrap of writing worth read¬ 
ing. 

Motivated by the same 
morbid fascination with 
pathology that once led me to 
study psychology, I went over 
my Genre and carefully tab¬ 
ulated its content, both edito¬ 
rial and commercial. The 
rough results of this content 
analysis are summarized be¬ 
low (and interested academics 
can contact me care of this 


paper for a more technical ex¬ 
planation of my methodolo¬ 
gy)- 

Booze, boys and toys 

The front cover shows a 
bedroom-eyed hunk (shirt on) 
strung with Christmas tree 
lights; the back cover is — this 
is practically de rigueur for 
gay slicks — an ad for Absolut 
vodka. The front section of 
the mag, the most valuable 
from an advertising perspec¬ 
tive, is heavy with full-page 
ads for various brands of hard 
liquor. Booze ads constitute 
the largest single block of ad¬ 
vertisers (11 pages total), and 
virtually all of them are in the 
first quarter of the publica¬ 
tion. 

The second largest block 
of ads (seven pages) was, in¬ 
terestingly, those targeted at 
HIVers. This includes the vi¬ 
atical operations (insurers 
who buy PWAs’ life insur¬ 
ance at 70 to 90 cents on the 
dollar: you can’t take it with 
you, but you can spend most 
of it now!) and mail-order 
pharmacies. These ads are all 
in the last quarter of the mag¬ 
azine, the journalistic back-of-

the-bus. 

Most of the other ads — 
about 30 pages of them — 
were unabashed pitches for 
the gay dollar: vacation re¬ 
sorts, gay collector bric-a-brac 
(Marilyn Monroe cards, the 
“lustrous, hand-cast pink crys¬ 
tal triangle,” rainbow jewel¬ 
ry), clothes and toys. 

The distinction between 
“serious features” and “obvi¬ 
ous fluff’ was often a difficult 
one to make. A photo feature 
of “Men We Love” — no wom¬ 
en, mind you, and the men 
are all either chic, cute or ex¬ 
tremely wealthy — is undeni¬ 
ably filler. Gossip, 
celebrity/hunk photos and 
“fashion” spreads are clearly 
fluff. And how else can one 
classify an interview with 
Holly Woodlawn where she 
gives, gag, spam recipes? 

At the other end of the 
spectrum, an interview with 
Harvey Fierstein, even if 
brief and not particularly en¬ 
lightening, counts as writing 
intended to be taken serious¬ 
ly. But what about an article 
on “Hollywood Husbands” (a 
kind of “how-to” article for 
would-be kept boys) or an 
eight-page diatribe against 
meth amphetamine? 

Serious fluff and 
frank touts 

Ultimately, I counted those 
last two as “serious” albeit of¬ 
fensive. The anti-meth 
polemic, which constituted 
nearly half of the magazine’s 
slim weight of serious writ¬ 
ing, seemed a little forced in a 
publication primarily under¬ 
written by the alcohol indus¬ 
try; certainly it should be 
enough that they sell them 
ads, must they also dish the 
competition? (Genre also 
gained notoriety as the only 
national gay publication ever 


to accept advertising from the 
tobacco industry — Marlboro, 
of course — despite their mas¬ 
sive contributions to Senator 
Jesse Helms.) 

The “Hollywood Hus¬ 
bands” article may have been 
intended as humor — as usual 
I’m never quite sure — but it 
certainly presents a grim and 
mercenary view of gay male 
relationships (e.g., Rule No. 2: 
“Try to act as straight as pos¬ 
sible”; Rule No. 3: “Tease 
him, but hold out for the first 
of your new Cartier collection 
before giving him the goods”; 
how to spot a “Daddy’s Boy”: 
“If he’s smart, he’s gotten 
Daddy to open him a shop 
with his name on the shingle; 
if he’s not, you’ll see his ad in 
the models section of the Ad¬ 
vocate’s classifieds”). 

The “soft core” was mildly 
erotic fiction or photo por¬ 
traits of hunks. “Frank touts” 
— about a third of the copy — 
were articles clearly intended 
to push the advertisers’ prod¬ 
ucts: the joys of Palm Springs 
(sandwiched between resort 
ads), a single page on avoid¬ 
ing medical quacks (opposite 
the first viatical ad), a fitness 
section (opposite a health 
magazine ad), a music section 
(opposite a record store ad), a 
cinema section (opposite a 
film festival ad). One gets the 
impression that articles were 
commissioned only after suf¬ 
ficient ad space to support 
them had been sold. 

Writing so inspired doesn’t 
have to be this bad, but 
there’s not much reason for it 
to be any better. Perhaps this 
magazine appeals to dizzy, al¬ 
coholic consumerist GWMs 
from Southern California, but 
it sure doesn’t do much for 
me. My coffee table (if you 
can find it under the dust bun¬ 
nies) will continue to host xe¬ 
roxed, homemade zines rather 
than any of this sad genre. ▼

Gay performance artist Tim 
Miller and three others re¬ 
ceived a settlement of $252,000 
in damages from the govern¬ 
ment which refused to provide 
them National Endowment for 
the Arts grants in 1990 in vio¬ 
lation of their constitutional 
rights to freedom of speech 
and expression. 

U.S. Naval Lieutenant Zoe 
Dunning was recommended 
for an honorable discharge af¬ 
ter having been found guilty 
of homosexuality by a three 
member Navy panel. Although 
her attorney argued that the 
Navy’s ban was unconstitu¬ 
tional, the panel ruled it had 
no choice but to follow dis¬ 
charge procedures. 

HIV-positive tattoo artist 
Bruce Lee plead guilty in court 
to misdemeanor assault 
and battery charges and was 
sentenced to six months in jail 
and no probation for splatter¬ 
ing four officers with his blood 
during a suicide attempt last 
October. The sentence was 
commuted to time served. Lee 
had been charged with at¬ 
tempted murder in the inci¬ 
dent. 

More than a dozen AIDS 
and gay activists took over 
Mayor Jordan’s outer offices 
during a demonstration over 
proposed health service cuts. 
All were arrested on charges 
of disturbing the peace. The 


activists were angry over Jor¬ 
dan’s proposed $181 million 
cut in general revenue funds 
to the Health department. 

A U.S. Appeals Court ruled 
that gay needle exchange ac¬ 
tivist Scott Helam could use a 
“necessity defense” in his trial 
for illegal possession of 
hypodermic needles. The deci¬ 
sion was appealed to the 
California Supreme Court. 

Swords to Plowshares, a 
veterans group that provides 
housing and counseling service 
for military veterans, named 
Bob Hawes, a gay man, as 
president of its board of direc¬ 
tors. The group provides ser¬ 
vices to more than 750 vets a 
year. 

A measure by Supervisor 
Carole Migden was passed by 
the board of supervisors re¬ 
quiring stores and other 
venues that sell personal lubri¬ 
cants to post warning signs 
near the product or at the reg¬ 
ister. The warning signs will 
inform consumers of the dan¬ 
gers of using oil-based lubri¬ 
cants with latex condoms and 
that condoms with nonoxynol 
9 may reduce transmission of 
HIV infection and other STDs. 

The U.S. Supreme Court 
upheld the constitutionality of 
proscribing longer sentences 
in cases involving hate crimes. 
Justices ruled that states may 
impose longer sentences for 
crimes motivated by race. The 
ruling gave the go-ahead for 
similar sentencing guidelines 
for crimes motivated by the 
victim’s sexual orientation. ▼

gomery. As audience mem¬ 
bers recoiled from the young 
man, in turn shouting him 
down, Sissyfag continued to 
harangue Clinton. “We should 
have never trusted you,” he 
cried. “You are doing noth¬ 
ing.”

the president may be 1993’s 
most poignant snapshot of 
AIDS, at least as it was seen 
on television. In a year 
marked by the increased ex¬ 
posure of gays and lesbians 
on television — from gays in 
the military to lesbian parent¬ 
ing — AIDS coverage signifi¬ 
cantly decreased from what it 
had been in previous years. In 
fact, for the first half of 1993, 
the subject of AIDS was com¬ 
pletely eclipsed by the mili¬ 
tary issue. 

“AIDS coverage has been 
abysmal,” says KPIX-TV re¬ 


porter Hank Plante, who is 
one of the few openly gay 
broadcast journalists in the in¬ 
dustry. “I think there’s a sub¬ 
liminal quota in newsrooms 
of how many gay stories are 
going to be out there, and be¬ 
cause of the gays in the mili¬ 
tary issue, AIDS stories suf¬ 
fered from that,” he says. 
“The bottom line is you get 
one battle.” 

Plante, who has covered 
AIDS locally since 1987, also 
says that AIDS is no longer 
just a gay story, it’s been 


mainstreamed, which works 
against it. “In this particular 
business, when we’re always 
looking for something new, 
there’s nothing new about 
AIDS. So it’s just as likely to 
be knocked out of the head¬ 
lines as are floods or any oth¬ 
er disasters.” 

But the increasingly dis¬ 
passionate manner with 
which newsrooms handle the 
subject of AIDS has stymied 
activists who are struggling to 
keep AIDS in the forefront of 
the public’s mind. “If our tac¬ 


tics have lost their novelty,” 
says Edward Zold, media co¬ 
ordinator for ACT UP Gold¬ 
en Gate, “if our issues have 
been editorialized off the air, 
if AIDS has lost its unique¬ 
ness as a story, then there’s 
not much we can do.” 

AIDSumentaries 

Although AIDS was ne¬ 
glected in the news in 1993, it 
fared surprisingly better in 
documentary films. In June, 
PBS broadcast Silverlake 
Life: The View from Here,

George Platt Lynes: Photographs From The Kinsey Institute

F or admirers of the 
male nude in photog¬ 
raphy, there is a new 
book of images by 
George Platt Lynes (1907- 
1955) that provides consider¬ 
able delight. In fact, the intel¬ 
lectual and aesthetic values of 
Lynes photographs are so 
strong that they inevitably 
comment on the present-day 
proliferation of male nude im¬ 
agery, especially the homo¬ 
erotic, in contemporary pho¬ 
tography. 

George Platt Lynes: Pho¬ 
tographs From the Kinsey 
Institute is a limited (there 
are only 80 plates), but hand¬ 
some, presentation of the pho¬ 
tographer’s work. This vol¬ 
ume also represents a signifi¬ 
cant historical milestone, pro¬ 
viding the general public with 
a first-time look at Lynes’ 
male nudes (in addition to a 


brief selection from his other 
work in portraiture, fashion 
and dance photography). 

Lynes’ nudes (arguably the 
photographer’s best and most

singularly original work) are 
notable for their aesthetic 
complexity, emphasizing dra¬ 
matic, almost theatrical light¬ 
ing and a frequent contrast of 
milky, unblemished skin 
against the textures of a rug, 
wall, paint cloth or other 
background. But the images 
are also remarkably natural, 
mixing an elegant clarity with 


the camera’s softened focus 
and an unself-conscious, unin¬ 
hibited approach to the 
artist’s subject matter. Some 
of the nudes are purely for¬ 
mal studies ( Male Nude, 
1932; Male Nude, 1952), and 
some provide a greater psy¬ 
chological intensity, frequent¬ 
ly suggesting a shared com¬ 
munion between friends 


(Male Nudes, 1941; Male 
Nudes, 1953). 

Yet, much to the displea¬ 
sure of contemporary com¬ 
mentators (especially gay ac¬ 
tivists and gay academics), the 
great discovery of the Lynes 
nudes is that they so com¬ 
pletely resist labeling as visu¬ 
al documentation of the “gay 
male as victim” theory. 
Lynes’ psychology is never 
one of cold objectification or 
the revelation of uncensored 
shame. Admittedly, the cir¬ 
cumstances of Lynes’ position 
in time prevented the prior 
publication of these images, 
but, paradoxically, the Lynes 
nudes do not confirm any pre¬ 
sumed anguish of a gay male 
artist in the 1940s and ’50s. 

Transcendent Artist 

Thus, the paradox is one 
that is largely external to the 
art: in his work, the artist 
transcends the limitations of 
his era. In fact, the pho¬ 
tographs are so good, so com¬ 
pelling in their sensuality, 
that they necessarily locate 
the photographer’s contempo¬ 
rary followers (Bruce Weber, 
Robert Mapplethorpe, Herb

Far be it from me to break 
the law of journalism that re¬ 
quires all columnists to crank 
out a The Year That Was col¬ 
umn each December. It was a 
year in which I lost my inferi¬ 
ority complex about being an 
infotainment writer: Why feel 
guilty about writing fluff 
when the “hard news” devot¬ 
ed itself to Michael Jack- 
son, Amy Fisher, Heidi 
Fleiss, John Bobbitt - 
names, I am proud to say, you 
could always get away from 
by turning to this page. 

The year in sex: San Fran¬ 
cisco has had gay sex clubs 
almost since the moment the 
baths were closed, and 
they’ve been a growth indus¬ 
try here for at least five years. 
Of course, our ever-vigilant lo¬ 
cal news media only sees fit 
to “discover” these shocking 
dens of iniquity come sweeps 
month. May I suggest to all 
embattled sex club owners 
that they close their doors in 
May and November; this will 
ensure they never land on the 
evening news again. Mean¬ 
while, a certain coalition pre¬ 
sents a caring (some say 
moralistic) front, while I hear 
from those-who-know that be¬ 
hind the scenes, the decisions 
made by this group of sex 
club owners about who 
among their peers will be 
condemned as “unsafe” often 
have less to do with safe sex 
than with cutthroat competi¬ 
tion. Behind the scenes, these 
club owners have been heard 
to trumpet their joy at the 
demise of their cohorts, while 
presenting a socially con¬ 
cerned public front. And if 
you really believed these guys 
were in it for your health, 
well, sorry to burst your bub¬ 
ble. 

The year in Hollywood: 
Michelangelo Signorile 
was wrong. There is no “bril¬ 
liantly orchestrated, massive 
conspiracy” in filmdom to 
keep us out. There are, I have 
discovered, a few heroes, a 
few villains, and a whole lot 
of cowards. While there have 
always been openly gay exec¬ 
utives, screenwriters, direc¬ 
tors, etc., this was the year of 
the actor. For the first time in 
Hollywood history, perform¬ 
ers like David Drake, Har¬ 
vey Fierstein, Scott Ca- 
purro, Ron Vawter, and a 
handful of others could be out 
and still work in this town. 
And I have to give a personal 
cheer to openly gay 
Movieline editor Edward 
Margulies, who gave me 
the opportunity to profile 
Hollywood’s rising gay stars. 

The Year’s Hollywood Vil¬ 
lains were also actors: Mel 
"This Is for Shitting" Gib¬ 
son, for being a blatant ho¬ 
mophobe who brought a ho¬ 
moerotic book, The Man 
Without a Face, to the screen 
sans the key aspect of that 
book, the gay element. And 
Will "Ain't Kissin' No 
Man" Smith, for literally 
forcing the makers of Six De¬ 
grees of Separation to excise 
homoerotic material from the 
script on the day it was to be 
filmed. And a big raspberry 
to Tom "I'm Clear" Cruise 
for excising gay elements 
from the Interview With the 
Vampire script. And why 
does he keep denying it? I’m 
going to call Anne Rice 
when the movie comes out 
and ask her what was 
removed from her original 


script, so he might as well 
fess up. The saddest thing 
about Hollywood’s homo¬ 
phobes is that they don’t even 
have the courage of their con¬ 
victions; they’ll do everything 
to keep gay material off the 
screen while at the same time 
denying that they’re preju¬ 
diced. (And a big, big raspber¬ 
ry for Liz Smith, who’s 
now getting credit for my 
story about Cruise’s Vampire 
script changes — I’ll get you 
for this!) 

The year in Lit: Yes, Vir¬ 
ginia, some of us do still read 
books. These are the Ten 
Most Important Gay Books of 
the Year — because I say so.

It’s starting to 
look that way. 

And how was my year? 
Great. I was able to write 
about gay people and gay 
matters and actually make 
money. I got work in 
Movieline, San Francisco Re-

view of Books, and look for 
an upcoming article by me in 
Details. As Paul Rudnick 
told me at the local Jeffrey 
party, “You’re a full-time pro¬ 
fessional homosexual!” And 
proud of it. I know many gay 
men are now eager to leave 
the “subculture” behind, but 
I’m glad to be a part of it, im¬ 
perfect though it may be — 
glad to have an ethnic identi¬ 
ty and sense of community I 
wouldn’t have as a straight 
white boy. I know people 
who decided to stay in the 
closet because “I have to 
think of my career.” But be¬ 
ing who you are, and being 
forthright about it, is the best 
way to go. Sure, being out or 
closeted is about privacy, but 
it’s also about honesty. And 
however much it may hurt in 
the short run, honesty is still 
the best policy — being no less 
than you are ... and not pre¬ 
tending, as some fame-hungry 
locals felt obligated to, that 
you are what you are not. 

So Happy New Year, and 
may it bring you all you de¬ 
sire for yourself, and may it 
bring peace, health, love, and 
all the other things that Miss 
America contestants tell us 
they selflessly wish for the 
world. ▼

Poetic 'Piano' 

I’m not going out on too 
much of a limb here, but my 
favorite film of the year — the 
one whose images and ideas 
stuck with me weeks after I 
saw it — was Jane Campion’s 
The Piano. An absolute joy 
to watch, this poetic, psycho¬ 
logically rich drama about a 
19th-century woman’s sexual 
awakening features intelli¬ 
gent, instinctive performances 
by Holly Hunter and Harvey 
Keitel, whose carnal chem¬ 
istry was the best of any cou¬ 
ple on (legit) celluloid this 
year. 

Meticulous 'Day' 

Terence Davies’ The Long 
Day Closes, an autobiograph¬ 
ical work that reflected on a 
joyous, four-year period in his 
otherwise bleak childhood, 
was this year’s other visual 
tour de force. Eighty-two 
minutes of mesmerizing film- 
making, Davies’ work, like 
The Piano, displays a shrewd 


new when a Japanese 
conglomerate finances the 
modernization of a rural Chi¬ 
nese sesame oil factory in 
Women From the Lake of 
Scented Souls. This affecting 
film by Xie Fei focuses on 
the emotions and tribulations 
of the factory’s owner, a can¬ 
ny but sensitive middle-aged 
woman who juggles business, 
family and an extramarital af¬ 
fair. 


sense of the capricious fluctu¬ 
ations of the human psyche. 
The director manages to be 
meticulous about his imagery, 
yet he still leaves much to his 
viewers’ imaginations (though 
he’s quite clear about what it 
all means to him). 


Formidable 'Fearless' 


I haven’t liked much of Pe¬ 
ter Weir’s work since he left 
Australia, but he deserves 
recognition for Fearless, eas¬ 
ily the most philosophically 
ambitious drama to come out 
of Hollywood in several 
years. Jeff Bridges is right on 
the mark as a plane-crash 
hero/survivor who remains in 
a state of psychological shock 
for months after the mishap. 
Fellow passenger Rosie 
Ruiz’s baby died in the crash, 
and she’s overcome with guilt 
that she didn’t do enough to 
save the child. Together, the 
at first unlikely duo comes to 
grips with post-crash reality. 
Although it falters for 15 min¬ 
utes toward the end, Fearless 
is a formidable meditation on 
life and death that never re¬ 
sorts to platitudes or (except 
very briefly) schmaltz. 


'Fugitive' Sets Standard 


Director Andrew Davis 
has set a new standard for 
Hollywood action films, first 
with 1992’s Under Siege and in 
1993 with The Fugitive. 
His formula — underpinning 
nonstop action with a solid 
narrative — isn’t new, but had 
for a while become (from a 
box-office perspective) super¬ 
fluous after the success of 
“grunt-and-groan” epics like 
Rambo. Harrison Ford is as 
appealing as he’ll ever be as 
Dr. Richard Kimble, falsely 
accused of murdering his 
wife. The train wreck that 
springs him from captivity is 
a scintillating piece of shoot¬ 
ing and editing, rivaled only 
by the plane-crash sequences 
in Fearless and Frank Mar¬ 
shall’s Alive.

The Genius of Desire

B rian Bouldrey’s The 
Genius of Desire will 
fool you. This is no or¬ 
dinary coming-of-age 
story. In fact, it really isn’t that 
at all, but a hymn to the odd¬ 
ness of families, how the tradi¬ 
tional family is possibly the 
Imost aberrant creature in the 
World. 

The story takes place in 
1960’s Michigan, where the 
young narrator, Michael, 
spends more time in the 
home of his cousins and 
aunts, “the Kaiserbroads,” 
than with his own parents, 
who are barely mentioned. It 
is the oddity of this second 
family, and the complex rela¬ 
tionship of the narrator to it, 
that charms. The story culmi¬ 
nates in a distant remove. 

Cousin Tommy and Anne 
serve as both Michael’s ene¬ 
mies and fascinations. 
Through Tommy he creates 
an outcast pose — fringed 
leather jacket, cigar-smoking. 
His cousin Anne proves a per¬ 
sistent, reliable, hateful pest, 
ruining his secret about a 
carp. 

Full of odd and funny 
episodes (being forced to dig 
a grave for the ailing family 
dog on Independence day, 
hiding that huge carp in a 
freezer), The Genius of De¬ 
sire touches on unusual life 
experiences with a warm 
sense of reality, stories re¬ 
membered through Michael’s 
first-person voice. And, too, 
Bouldrey’s story memorably 
touches on bits of budding 
homo desire, such as a night 
spent sleeping with his hand¬ 
some blond cousin and the re¬ 
alization of his homosexuality 
— the genius of his desire — 
one day at a pharmacy maga¬ 
zine stand. He immediately

I’m excited about the new 
library being put here in 
SF. My first contact with oth¬ 
er gay people was at the li¬ 
brary. And of course, if you 
think about the inter-library 
loan, it’s all gonna be elec¬ 
tronic, all these other libraries 
will have access to this stuff.

J ackson, Michigan, 
“home of the world’s 
largest prison,” may 
seem an unlikely 
source for gay litera¬ 
ture. The mostly blue-collar 
inhabitants of this town are 
better at making cars in near¬ 
by Detroit than writing dan¬ 
gerous prose. Yet this is the 
boyhood home of San Fran¬ 
cisco author Brian Bouldrey, 
author of The Genius of De¬ 
sire, an amusing and com¬ 
pelling tale of a young boy’s 
turbulent coming of age in a 
Catholic family. 

Owing to his strict reli¬ 
gious background, Bouldrey 
has been dealing with the 
Church all of his life, his love 
and hate of its opposed parts. 
Catholicism, he says, is a 
Janus-faced phenomenon; it is 
both his passion and his “ene¬ 
my mine.” 

As an English major at 
Northwestern University, 
Bouldrey said, “If you’re not 
in a frat, you’re nobody.” It 
was an uptight place, he re¬ 
flects, but one that offered a 
good education “despite it 
all.” 

Bouldrey went on to com¬ 
plete his M.F.A. in English 
through a smaller program at 
North Carolina’s Warren Wil¬ 
son College, where students 
take intensive classes for two 
weeks a year, followed by ex¬ 
tensive correspondence. 
Among the faculty is Allen 


Gurganus, gay author of Old¬ 
est Living Confederate Tells 
All. 

Following his studies, 
Bouldrey came to San Fran¬ 
cisco. Since then he’s pub¬ 
lished short stories and essays 
in several anthologies and 
magazines, and collaborated 
on Whispering Campaign, a 
literary zine. 

With these promising be¬ 
ginnings, it seemed the re¬ 
lease of his first novel would 
have been a joyous occasion. 
But it happened at the same 
time he lost his lover to 
AIDS, in June 1993. Between 
book tours, working full-time 
for a textbook publishing 
company, and working on his 
next novel, Bouldrey is find¬ 
ing time to grieve, move on, 
and explore new worlds of 
fiction. 

Did you find support in 
school for your own kind of 
writing? 

Even when I was taking 
course work, I would sit in a 
workshop with ten other peo¬ 
ple. I learned very quickly 
who the two or three people 
were I could depend on, 
while I could discard the rest. 
I mean, people have nice 
things to say, but who you re¬ 
ally were depending on were 
these two or three people 
who were most enthusiastic 
about the work. 

The Genius of Desire has a 
lot of family characters and 
non-gay characters, but do 
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you think it still has a gay 
aesthetic? 

I guess to me it’s more 
about the secret world which 
makes you quick-witted, in a 
way. I was trying to make a 
point of that in a scene in my 


book: It’s in a dentist’s office, 
and a drug deal and a pick-up 
are being made in the middle 
of this waiting room with a 
woman and her child. I 
thought, once you’re intro¬ 
duced to some marginal 
world, you get a better view 
of things. You see more. 
You’re off in a corner and 
you’re not up front, you’ve 
got a much wider point of 
view. I think that bleeds over 
to intelligence, a sense of hu¬ 
mor, self-power, in general, 
and an ability to grasp more. 
You’re tapping into other peo¬ 
ple’s sense of humor. It’s a 
way also of getting to know 
who people are. 

Two guys who run the 
Pasqua coffee stand near 
where I work have this really 
odd sense of humor. I knew 
they were sort of laughing at 
me, but every once in a while 
I’d say the right thing to 
make them laugh. It was this 
project for me to go in there 
every afternoon and try to fig¬ 
ure out their sense of humor. 
It was a character study for 
me. 

As for the question, Is 
there a gay sensibility in writ¬ 
ing?: Ultimately it’s about be¬ 
ing more attentive to other 
people’s stuff, and being able 
to be a chameleon, because of 
being gay. There are a lot of 
masks and character roles, 
so...we’re better artists. You 
have to start playing roles. It 
sharpens your sensibilities. 

Were you playing with 
these masks as a kid, writ¬ 
ing characters? 

In high school it was a lot 
of dopey poetry. 

Did you have encourage¬ 
ment growing up? 

Well, Jackson is a funny 
place. It’s pretty much blue- 
collar, with the car industry 
in Detroit. Very few people 
went on to college. Few peo¬ 
ple were interested in what I 
was interested in, until col¬ 
lege. I had a sense that there 
was stuff out there, especially 
from the library. Larry 
Kramer’s Faggots was on 
the shelf]

mate record ever. And maybe 
I’m just a product of the ’80s, 
but I think their take on the 
Village People’s “Go West” 
spins circles around the orig¬ 
inal, adding to it a much-need¬ 
ed tinge of irony. 

God Is My Co-Pilot — Straight 
Not: “When choosing sexual 
partners, a good sense of hu¬ 
mor and regular flossing are 
important pre-selections; gen¬ 
der is not.” So writes Craig 
Flanagin in the liner notes of 
this bisexual-feminist-avant- 
garde-noise-lock masterpiece. 
You may very well hate this 
record. 

Porno For Pyros - Porno For 
Pyros: Sure they’re no Jane’s 
Addiction, and Perry Farrell’s 
lyrics have definitely reached 
a new low, but with his 
unique voice and Stephen 
Perkins’ incessant syncopated 
drumming, this record keeps 
finding itself in my CD play¬ 
er. Ignore the insipid words 
and rock out. 

Marc Almond — 12 Years of 
Tears: I was never a big 
Marc Almond fan, having lost 
interest after the demise of 
Soft Cell. But this live retro¬ 
spective took me by surprise, 
showcasing Almond not as 
the early ’80s casualty I sus¬ 
pected he was, but as a talent¬ 
ed musician, singing his heart 
out like the queen he is. ▼

T hese damn top 10 
lists. I do one every 
year. Why? Well, not 
only does it give me 
a false sense of importance as 
a music journalist, but it also 
helps satiate my anal-reten¬ 
tive tendencies, my need to 
tie things up in neat little 
packages. If this kind of self- 
indulgence makes you sick, 
turn the page; if it tickles 
your fancy, read on. 

Though queer visibility in 
rock music remains an oxy¬ 
moron, 1993 was a watershed 
year for musicians coming 
out: Melissa Etheridge, the 
guys in the B-52s, etc. No sur¬ 
prises there, but eyebrows 
were definitely raised when 
Roddy Bottum of hard rock 
combo Faith No More came 
out, explaining nonchalantly, 
“Well, no one ever really 
asked.” 

The 10 records I’ve listed 
herein were not chosen sole¬ 
ly on the basis of there having 
been made by queer artists. 
Some in fact, were made by 
queer-friendly straight artists. 
Strict adherence to the for¬ 
mer criteria would have 
meant including lackluster al¬ 
bums of questionable artistic 
merit, like those of RuPaul 
and 4-Non Blondes. Instead, 
these are records that have 
moved me in some way, 
while appealing in obvious 
ways to my queer sensibili¬ 
ties. With that in mind, here, 
in no particular order, is my 
list of the 10 most interesting 
queer albums of 1993. 

Suede- Suede: In a year full 
of testosterone-fueled, hetero 
male-angst grunge bands, like 
Pearl Jam, these androgynous 
pretty boys from Britain were 
a welcome change. Their look 
and sound recall the Smiths 
and 70s glam rock. Suede 
took the media, if not the 
public, by storm. Singer Brett 
Anderson told Rolling Stone, 
“I feel vague when it comes 
to where I stand sexually. I’m 
willing to be persuaded.” 
With all of the queer atten¬ 
tion he’s gotten over the last 
year, one wonders how vague 
he’s still feeling. 

Bratmobile— Pottymouth: 
This riot grrrl trio from 
Olympia, Washington has 
made one of the most primi¬ 
tive-sounding, stripped-down, 
punk rock records I’ve ever 


heard. In her deliciously frac¬ 
tured voice, lead singer Alli¬ 
son Wolfe sings of schoolyard 
girl lust, making the off-kilter 
somehow sound catchy. 

Belly — Star: Does anyone re¬ 
member Tanya Donelly’s first 
band, Throwing Muses? Prob¬ 
ably not, given this gem of a 
debut, which turned her into 
the darling of the alternative 
music scene. Dreamy, 
oblique, and visceral, this 
record is simply sensational. 

Smashing Pumpkins - 
Siamese Dream : I heard a ru¬ 
mor that band leader Billy 
Corgan is gay. I doubt it, but 
that was all the justification I 
needed to include this band 
on my list. A swirling kaleido¬ 
scope of moods, this record 
sounds pretty and delicate 
one minute, brutal and heavy 
the next. Sharp writing, 
sparkling guitar work, and 
Billy’s gravelly vocals helped 
make this my favorite record 
of...well, the past three 
months. 

Nirvana- In Utero: “I’m def¬ 
initely gay in spirit,” said 
Kurt Cobain in an Advocate 
cover story early this year. 
Remember, this is the little 
punk who used to run around 
his hometown of Aberdeen, 
Washington, spray-painting 
on walls “Homosexual sex 
rules.” In the liner notes to 
last year’s Insecticide, he 
urged homophobes and 
misogynists to “leave us the 
fuck alone. Don’t come to our 
shows and don’t buy our 
records.” In Utero addresses 
this issue indirectly in its 
lyrics, but pulls no punches 
musically. 

Sky Cries Mary — A Return 
To The Inner Experience: 11 
would be so easy to write this 
Seattle band off as just a 
bunch of dippy trippy hip¬ 
pies, if only they didn’t have a 
techno-rave DJ as one of their 
members, didn’t wear big 
antlers on their heads while 
they perform and didn’t write 
such beautifully textured, 
mesmerizing music. 

Pet Shop Boys — Very: After 
years of skirting around the 
topic, Chris and Neil have fi¬ 
nally come out. Mixing smart 
disco grooves with touching 
lyrics, the Boys have made 
their most emotional, inti-

Quirky 'King' 

Steven Soderbergh’s King 
of the Hill is a quirky period 
piece about a 12-year-old boy 
who has to fend for himself 
after his hapless father and ill 
mother abandon him in a 
seedy hotel during the De¬ 
pression. The joy here is 
Soderbergh’s deft blending of 
dark and light, fantasy and re¬ 
ality, which perfectly evokes 
his protagonist’s changeable 
command over the events in 
his life. 

Engaging 'Okoge' 

Equal parts comedy, dra¬ 


ma and social commentary, 
Takehiro Nakajima’s Okoge 
is about being “different” in 
Japan, specifically homosexu¬ 
al. A young woman, an out¬ 
sider herself because of social 
circumstances, is attracted to 
gays and their ability to sur¬ 
vive and even thrive despite 
cultural condemnation. The 
film examines a range of soci¬ 
etal reactions, from hatred to> 
denial, all the while imagin¬ 
ing a more accepting space. 
Like Jonathan Demme’s up¬ 
coming Philadelphia, Nakaji¬ 
ma’s story is educational but 
also engaging. 

Earthy 'Jamon' 

For sheer earthiness, Ja¬ 
mon, Jamon is 1993’s winner, 
hands down. A whore’s 


daughter is in love with the 
ineffectual son of a woman 
who runs an underwear facto¬ 
ry. The factory owner hires a 
beefy stud to seduce the girl, 
but the scheme goes awry — 
in a half-dozen ways that lead 
everyone to bed. It’s raunchy, 
rollicking fun, slightly surreal 
and always sexy. 

★ ★ ★ 

Each of the films below 
could easily have slipped into 
the top ten. In no particular 
order, I found much to like in: 
Grief (zany co-workers of a 
writer on a schlock TV court¬ 
room show help him get over 
the loss of his lover — the film 
plays the Castro March 18-31);

screen, forget this one on 
video); Leolo (young boy 
leads rich fantasy life to es¬ 


cape from his bizarre family 
members); Schindler’s List 
(compelling story about Jews 
saved by non-Jewish industri¬ 
alist survives Steven Spiel¬ 
berg’s bombastic visual ap¬ 
proach); American Heart 
(about an ex-con and the kid 
who won’t let him shirk 
parental duty); Passion Fish 
(paralyzed woman slowly 
bonds with her strong-willed 
nurse); Full Contact (Hong 
Kong gangster film with a 
stylish gay villain who dou¬ 
blecrosses a rival gang leader

Ritts) in their considerably 
less artful, more commercial 
places in the history of this 
still emergent medium. 

Two of the great ironies of 
this book’s publication are the 
inane, childlike introduction 
written by Bruce Weber (his 
words seem as empty as his 
blond, boy-god photographs) 
and the credit given to the 
Robert Mapplethorpe Foun¬ 
dation for helping to make an 
accompanying exhibition of 
Lynes’ photographs possible. 
In both cases, we witness the 
seeming vanity of quality-by¬ 
association when, clearly, the 
artistry of Lynes’ images su¬ 
persedes Mapplethorpe’s slick 
objectification of the male 
nude or Weber’s cotton-candy 
approach to naked youth. 

Perhaps the most telling, 
and provocative, image in this 
collection is a photograph en¬ 
titled Male Nude, 1951. The 
picture shows a naked model 
resting on his back, legs held 
and crossed overhead, but¬ 
tocks spread wide and anus 
exposed, surrounded by a 


vast, semi-surrealist sky. This 
picture is uncompromising, 
shocking in a way that only 
art can shock, and alternately 
a purely formal composition 
or the near definitive presen¬ 
tation of the male sex object. 
Equally, there is more sex 
and more art in this image 
than in any of Mapplethorpe’s 
explicit images from his con¬ 
troversial X,Y,Z portfolio. 

The major disappoint¬ 
ment with this new volume is 
simply that there aren’t more 
images. The minor disappoint¬ 
ment is that the images are not 
labeled on their respective 
pages (an index of titles is, 
however, provided at the end 
of the book). George Platt 
Lynes is clearly one of the ma¬ 
jor contributors of photo¬ 
graphic art in this century, and 
in addition to his male nudes, 
his portraiture and dance 
photographs provide con¬ 
siderable appeal. But Lynes’ 
nudes are undoubtedly the 
source of his greatest creative 
passion, and interestingly, 
their softened, aestheticized 
eroticism makes much similar, 
contemporary work seem trite 
by comparison. ▼

an angry, unflinching portrait 
of a gay male couple facing 
life and death with HIV. And 
in July, HBO aired a Canadi¬ 
an program entitled The 
Broadcast Tapes of Dr. Peter, 
a video diary about a gay 
doctor that first ran from 1990 
to 1992 as a series of half-hour 
segments on a local news pro¬ 
gram in British Columbia. 

Both films portray, in great 
detail, the brutal effects AIDS 
had on these men. But as 
hard as these films are to 
watch, film critic David 
Ehrenstein believes it’s about 
time viewers look this disease 
straight in the eye. “Prior to 
these films, everything on the 
subject of AIDS had been 
made from a distance...with 
kid gloves on,” says Ehren¬ 
stein. “You never really got 
down to the people with 
AIDS themselves and how it 
affects their lives. In both of 
these films, there’s no way 
around it.” 

HBO once again brought 
the subject of AIDS to televi¬ 
sion with its slick adaptation 
of the Randy Shilts book, 
And the Band Played On. Us¬ 
ing such marquee draws as 
Richard Gere, Lily Tomlin 
and Alan Alda, HBO attract¬ 
ed about three million view¬ 
ers to watch this glossy docu- 
drama’s September premiere. 
Those numbers were so im¬ 
pressive, NBC recently an¬ 
nounced it will re-broadcast 
the film on its own network 
in 1994. 

And in November of this 
year, The Discovery Chan¬ 
nel produced an exhaustive 
four-hour documentary, enti¬ 
tled A Time of AIDS, which 
was billed as “The real story 
behind the epidemic.” It, like 
And the Band Played On, 
was largely based on Shilts’ 
book. But whereas Band’s 
characters are partly fiction¬ 
al, A Time is based solely 
on fact, using interviews with 
people who were involved in 
the early years of the crisis 
to tell the story. 

AIDSploitation 

But it is bitterly ironic that 
with no cure in sight, all four 
of these works record AIDS 
as history, even though the 
disease continues to thrive 
with no end in sight. And, 
oddly, it wasn’t until a spate 
of controversial news reports 
about a “second wave” of HIV 
in San Francisco aired on lo¬ 
cal news shows that public

singlehandedly turned atten¬ 
tion, once again, to AIDS. 


discussion of AIDS as a night¬ 
mare unfolding in the present 
was re-kindled. 

In mid-November FOX- 
TV’s fledgling tabloid news 
program, Front Page, carried 
hidden cameras into a private 
San Francisco sex club to re¬ 
port on the findings of recent 
surveys that had indicated a 
rise of HIV in San Francisco. 
Local FOX affiliate KTVU 
got into the game as well by 
luring viewers into watching 
the report with its own cut- 
down version of the Front 
Page story, two days before 
Front Page aired. 

KRON-TV’s three part 
series on the same subject ran 
the following week. Although 
its footage was not nearly as 
lurid as FOX’s - KRON’s 
Target 4 reporter Greg Lyons 
chose not to use a hidden 
camera, opting instead for 
footage of two empty clubs 
shot on owner-led tours — the 
series was still perceived by 
many to be equally sensation- 
alistic. 

“I would argue that these 
are not stories about AIDS,” 
says A1 Kielwasser, an admin¬ 
istrator for the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Alliance against Defama¬ 
tion’s San Francisco chapter. 
“These are reporters looking 
for excuses to do more stories 
about what they perceive as 
gay sex. These are stories 
about glory holes,” says Kiel¬ 
wasser, referring to the sex 
club footage the reports used. 
“They want to titillate, they 
want to appeal to certain 
prurient interests.” 

Indeed, all of the stories 
aired during November’s 
“sweeps,” the most important 
ratings period for television 
stations. “When you look at 
these stories,” adds Kielwass- 


Although Wohlfeiler, who 
was quoted extensively in 
the KRON series, defends the 
accuracy of Lyons’ report in 
particular, he admits its sensa¬ 
tionalists aspects only helped 
to obscure the facts about 
HIV’s rise. By using promo¬ 
tional gimmicks such as 
KRON’s hyped-up title for its 
series, Sexual Suicide, and 
dramatic introductory graph¬ 
ics that showed the chamber 
of a gun being loaded, 
Wohlfeiler says both Lyons 
and Target 4 producer John 
Dann “did themselves a great 
disservice.” And he adds, “Fo¬ 
cusing on sex clubs didn’t 
help either.” 

Looking back on a year in 
which AIDS coverage has 
ranged from total neglect to 
outright sensationalism, the 
question remains: how do ac¬ 
tivists, or even concerned 
non-activists, effectively steer 
the mainstream press towards 
honest, consistent coverage of 
both the disease and its affect¬ 
ed communities? 

“It takes an ongoing effort 
to work with them,” says 
Wohlfeiler, with guarded de¬ 
termination. Of course, most 
AIDS activists provide less 
encouraging answers about 
the future. And once again, 
perhaps Luke Sissyfag best 
sums up their concerns. A 
month after the disruption of 
President Clinton’s World 
AIDS day speech, Sissyfag 
says, “Everyone is ignoring 
AIDS, Clinton broke his 
promise for a Manhattan Pro¬ 
ject-style research group to 
search for a cure. The media 
is ignoring it. The gay com¬ 
munity has dropped the ball 
on AIDS, too. And it tears me 
apart.” ▼

Director for the Stop AIDS

My Mother: Demonology 

by Kathy Acker; Pantheon, $22 

The color red, Farsi, maggots, mothers and dreams, death, 
fear, childhood terrors, violence, sexual obsession and the con¬ 
tortions of language and the body — this is the stuff of Kathy 
Acker’s latest book My Mother: Demonology. With its Genet¬ 
like grittiness, passionate parables and references to Wuthering 
Heights, the book is a complete immersion in the interior life, 
into stream of consciousness. At first I considered Acker’s work 
more a collection of notes for a novel than a book, but then I re¬ 
alized that this is its shape, this is Acker’s erratic, fitful style of 
writing making its point. 

Hers is a disturbing memory-journey and contemplation of 
the essential split self — “I need to give myself away to a lover 
and simultaneously I need to be always alone. Such loneliness 
can be a form of death.” Acker dives beneath the surface of re¬ 
lationships and explores how contradiction and ambivalence 
shape love-relating. 

In order to read Acker, I found I had to detach my mental 
retina, obscure vision, if you will, so that the work could flow, 
in the same way I have to unfocus in order to sink a basketball. 
I couldn’t look directly at it. Like an eclipse, I learned to ap¬ 
proach it from an angle so that the images could layer and re¬ 
fract. It’s there, from the side, that I found my way into her 
work, her unique style and disturbing vision. ▼

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houses have muscled their 
way into the lucrative gay 
books market, following the 
lead of St. Martin’s Press and 
Dutton/Plume. But don’t for¬ 
get the small gay presses, like 
Alyson and Gay Sunshine, or 
Naiad and Seal Press, which 
give lots of gay writers their 
start and deserve our support. 
The order is alphabetical. 

City Poet (by Brad 
Gooch, Knopf): The charmed 
life and tragic death of Frank 
O’Hara, the New York School 
poet, art critic, MOMA cura¬ 
tor and man-about-town. If 
following the trajectory of 
this gay life is ultimately de¬ 
pressing, as O’Hara takes a 
flying leap into alcoholism 
and dissolution, the life along 
the way, and the poetry it 
produced, are no less scintil¬ 
lating. Gooch is a better biog¬ 
rapher than a fiction writer, 
and he uses O’Hara’s oeuvre 
to good advantage in illustrat¬ 
ing the poet’s life. 

A Different Person (by 
James Merrill, Knopf): A win¬ 
ning memoir by a great gay 
American poet, whom we 
shouldn’t resent for having 
been born to a life of luxury 
and wealth (his daddy was 
Merrill as in Merrill-Lynch.) 
The book chronicles his senti¬ 
mental education when, at a 
worldly 24 years of age, JM 
embarks on a year abroad in 
order to return “a different 
person.” He arrives on the 
Continent with one lover, 
leaves with another, under¬ 
goes fashionable analysis in 
Rome, and otherwise puts his 
fortune to best advantage, but 
does the Self ever change? I 
think not. Knopf has also reis¬ 
sued Merrill’s Selected Po¬ 
ems, 1946-1985 and his Ouija 
board-assisted masterpiece, 
The Changing Light at San- 
dover. 

Gay Roots, Volume 2 
(edited by Winston Leyland, 
Gay Sunshine Press): Gay Sun¬ 
shine was the first small 
press devoted solely to the lit¬ 
erature of gay men and re¬ 
mains the only such press. 
This second volume of offer¬ 
ings from Gay Sunshine Jour¬ 
nal and the press’s backlist is 
filled with delights. It’s an an¬ 
thology of gay history like 


The Year in Books 

Bumper 

Crop 

by Roberto Friedman 

B y almost any mea¬ 
sure, 1993 was anoth¬ 
er good year for gay 
books, gay writers 
and readers. The book year 
brought us a choice assort¬ 
ment of memoirs and literary 
biographies by or about such 
seminal figures as Jean Genet, 
James Merrill, Frank O’Hara 
and James Broughton; sequels 
to popular anthologies, like 
John Preston’s Flesh and the 
Word 2, every bit as packed 
full of erotic detail as the first; 
literary debuts like Dale 
Peck’s first novel, Martin and 
John; and strong new work 
by proven authors such as 
Bernard Cooper (A Year of 
Rhymes). 

Videotape bores me; I pre¬ 
fer a book. Big and hard-cov¬ 
ered, like I like ’em, a book 
has a nice heft in your hand. 
You can take it with you to 
the beach. Best of all, you can 
read it at your own pace, fast 
when you’re restless, slow 
when you want to savor. It’s 
the only art form I know that 
is experienced one-on-one: the 
author’s voice in the reader’s 
head. When the right subject 
is broached, the intimacy can 
give goose bumps. 

Here are ten books which 
made the reading year 1993 
memorable for me. I don’t of¬ 
fer this as a Ten Best list; 
rather, these are highlights 
from the frenzied reading of a 
gay print junkie. My list re¬ 
flects how major publishing 


Charles Shively’s essay “Was 
the ‘Father of Our Country’ a 
Queen?”, essays on sex and 
politics, fiction and poetry. 
The cover photo, a nude swal¬ 
lowing a sculpture, is a big 
improvement over the cover 
of Volume I. 

Genet (by Edmund 
White, Knopf): White, one of 
our foremost gay men of let¬ 
ters, took seven years and 
over 700 pages to tell the life 
story of French literary ge¬ 
nius/rapscallion Jean Genet. 
Genet’s early life, from 
vagabonding and chronic in¬ 
carceration to sanctification 
by France’s very own cultural 
elite, is legendary, but his lat¬ 
er years were even more fas¬ 
cinating, trumpeting the cause 
of the Black Panthers and of 
the Palestinian guerillas. 
White’s book is a triumph in 
itself, integrating literary anal¬ 
ysis, detective work tracking 
down the ever-elusive Genet, 
and a true understanding of 
the author’s world. This one’s 
for posterity. 


Gone Tomorrow (by 
Gary Indiana, Pantheon): Indi¬ 
ana brings his biting wit to 
bear on the flights and foibles 
of a somewhat depraved 
group, a film crew on location 
in Colombia. The author, who 
moved in Fassbinder’s circles 
and knew the gargoyles these 
characters are based upon, 
takes no prisoners, and con¬ 
cocts, with mordant humor, 
the best gay novel of the year. 

Jerk (by Nayland Blake 
and Dennis Cooper, Artspace 
Books) In this nifty artists’ col¬ 
laborative Golden Book- 
From-Hell (second in a series 
from San Francisco’s 
Artspace, begun last year 
with David Wojnarowicz’s 
Memories That Smell Like 
Gasoline), Cooper’s ghoulish 
fictive boy mutilations are 
perfectly matched by Blake’s 
macabre death puppets. A 
small masterpiece by two im¬ 
pressive artists who go their 
own way. 


Monopolies of Loss (by 
Adam Mars-Jones, Knopf): 
The British short-story writer 
brings his subversive sensibil¬ 
ity to bear on the collective 
AIDS drama, in nine tales 
“concerned with the genera¬ 
tion that once referred to a 
well-built man as having ‘the 
body of death,’ that wore T- 
shirts with the message SO 
MANY MEN ... SO LITTLE 
TIME, before finding out that 
for so many men, there was 
so little time.”

Misguided Moliere

A group of not-so- 
bright, stereotypical 
characters — played 
by an ensemble of 
very white (though very tal¬ 
ented) actors — closes the cur¬ 
rent production of Scapin at 
ACT with an upbeat song 
about family and having lots 
of money. It’s the classic con¬ 
clusion to a comedy: evil is 
vanquished, a wedding feast 
is celebrated, and the status 
quo is restored — and the 
smug self-congratulatory 
praise of the wealthy in this 
Reagan-Bush era ending is 
the last in a long series of mo¬ 
ments of poor taste sprinkled 
throughout Andrei Belgrad- 
er’s campy, circus-like, bela¬ 
bored, self-conscious version 
of Moliere’s 17th-century 
farce. 

The commedia dell’arte 
shtick goes on here far be¬ 
yond the moment of maxi¬ 
mum comic effect; the tradi¬ 
tional comic rule that “three 
times is funny” is a rule for a

reason, and when you’ve 
seen something seven times, 
it just doesn’t work anymore. 
The cast milked every bit, 
though rather halfheartedly at 
times, as if they were aware 
of how bad what they were 
doing really was. 

Improvisations, particular¬ 
ly with audience members, 
were drawn out far too long. 
Scapin’s (Bill Raymond) en¬ 
trance through the audience 
is an overly lengthy one, as is 
his interaction with the small 
on-stage audience (a classic 
device from Moliere’s time, as 
was the Roman-inspired back¬ 


ground — fitting, as Moliere 
lifted his plots from Plautus 
and Terence). Throughout, 
the company also embraced 
the circus motif in various ef¬ 
forts to appropriate what 
works well for the Pickles 
and Cirque du Soleil. 

Good Script 

Belgrader and Shelley 
Berc’s adaptation is, despite 
the deadly staging, a good 
script that could work (an 85- 
minute, intermissionless, well¬ 
paced romp is quite possible 
to do with the material and 
would eliminate the excessive 
padding of a rather thin sto¬ 
ry), and the notion to contem¬ 
porize with language and cos¬ 
tume (with period flourishes 
of shirts, shoes and collars, 
etc.) is also a nice one. Unfor¬ 
tunately, this show, adver¬ 
tised as “wildly entertaining,” 
is wildly uneven, despite the 
good work of some of my fa¬ 
vorite performers. In particu¬ 
lar, Gerald Hiken and Mau¬ 
reen McVeery are terrific. 

In light of the current and 
very painful consciousness 
about violence, many of the 
allusions to murder and ab¬ 
ductions fall flat in this one- 
ring circus. Scapin’s “We 
don’t do violence in this coun¬ 
try” was about the stupidest 
thing I’ve ever heard, and Sil- 
vestre’s (David Harris) “I’m a 
vile thing” rap song was a 
tasteless “gangsta” parody. 
The fact that the two miserly 
fathers (Gerald Hiken and 
Walker Jones) really don’t 
learn that wealth is measured 
by things other than material 
goods probably means that 
their children will continue to 
promote the virtues of stupid¬ 
ity (and probably their chil¬ 
dren as well). And things like 
Silvestre’s cum-in-a-can bit to 
Scapin’s take on Hyancinte’s 
(Zachary Barton) breasts 
make you wonder both how 
“family” a “family” show this 
is and if there is any hope 
that ACT will get past its 
tired seasons of tired sexism.

wood Henderson, Dutton): 
Proving once again that we 
are everywhere, this first nov¬ 
el recounts the difficult pas¬ 
sage toward intimacy of au¬ 
thentic gay cowboys in con¬ 
temporary Wyoming. Hender¬ 
son’s lyrical, well-modulated 
prose fills in another neglect¬ 
ed corner of atypical gay life 
in these United States, in an 
unhurried, literate novel. 

Separate Rooms (by Pier 
Vittorio Tondelli, Serpent’s 
Tail): Italian gay novelist Ton¬ 
delli was just beginning to 
garner deserved acclaim 
when he died of AIDS in 
1991. The first of his novels to 


be translated into English, 
Camere Separate tells the 
tragic love story of Leo and 
Thomas, across Italy and Ger¬ 
many, in three movements. 
The analogy to music is apt, 
so smoothly does this narra¬ 
tive flow. It’s also a kick to 
recognize some universal gay 
culture and behavior (Leo 
mopes to Morrissey). 

Volleyball With the 
Cuna Indians (by Hans 
Ebensten, Viking): Travel 
reminiscences from the man 
who, in 1972, first began orga¬ 
nizing all-male gay guided 
tours to remote spots all over 
the world. Highlights include 
visits to the monasteries in 
northern Greece where fe¬ 
males have been forbidden 
for centuries and where the 
monks lead ascetic lives but 


can’t resist copping a feel or 
two off male visitors and a 
scene in Beijing’s Summer 
Palace when Ebensten’s mer¬ 
ry troop of gay globehoppers 
try on the last empress’s 
gowns. Portraits of irrepress¬ 
ible people going places. 

The year was enriched as 
well by Joseph Hansen’s Hol¬ 
lywood memoir Living Up¬ 
stairs (Dutton), the tres gay 
Time Remaining by James 
McCourt (Knopf), and Labour 
of Love (St. Martin’s), the last 
installment in the trilogy by 
Peter McGehee {Boys Like 
Us, Sweetheart). When McGe¬ 
hee succumbed to AIDS, his 
lover Doug Wilson wrote the 
third novel based on McGe- 
hee’s outline, before Wilson 
himself died in 1992. Here’s 
to a better year for us all. ▼

and instinctively knows what 
he wants, and steals a Playgirl 
centerfold. Truer incidents 
could not be imagined. 

Kelly, the son of the phar¬ 
macist, and Anne’s boyfriend, 
proves to be the key to his 
sexual cherry pop, as well as 
his introduction into betrayal 
and emotional hurt. They 
dance and make out in masks 
in the family beach house. 
Kelly wants to be anything, a 
sexual chameleon. Of course, 
Michael wants him to be 
Tommy, but after sending a 
confessional letter to his 
cousin (“I thought that what I 
wanted to do the most was 
write him a church hymn, be¬ 
cause hymns sounded so hap¬ 
py about sorrow and pas¬ 
sion”), Tommy disappears. It’s 
one of the symbols for the 
way the rotely Catholic fami¬ 
ly ignores anyone who is un¬ 
usual or who commits what 
they consider a sin. 

Anne’s out-of-wedlock 
pregnancy, Tommy’s disap¬ 
pearance before going off to 
Vietnam, and, eventually, 
Michael’s coming out, serve 
to chew away at the false 
front of Catholic ritual and 
duplicity in this ignorant, yet 
endearing, second family. 

It’s not until late in the 
novel that Michael comes to 
terms with his homosexuality. 
The author’s descriptions of 
his sexual adventures, while 
not graphic, have a lucid emo¬ 
tional depth: “I would quickly 
discern what my partners 
were looking for, hands, 
mouth, voice, movement, and 
exaggerate it, magnify the ex¬ 
perience with my own. I 
pleased myself not by being 
the ventriloquist’s dummy, 
but by being the ventriloquist 
himself.” 

Bouldrey’s style evokes a 
reverence for the tender 
epiphanies of youth, and a 
love and respect for even the 
most cruel characters, how 
they change, grow, and be¬ 
come comfortable in their 
roles. The ending is a fitting 
close, a wedding scene, in 
which Michael, the oddity, is 
still slighted, yet still a part of 
this crowded family of odd¬ 
balls, where all are freaks of 
sorts, in their own way. ▼

she’s a person I can depend 
on to cut through the shit. It’s 
good to have those people. 

Have you been able to find 
time to work? 

It’s such a problem since 
the book’s been published. 
The money I got is not 
enough to quit my day job — 
which is great — doing books 
for teachers. But doing that 
full-time and going on book 
tours is not glamorous at all. I 
just wanna move on. I’m also 
trying to finish this novel, and 
do this anthology. 

A lot of The Genius of De- 
sir eis about families. How 
does your experience in 
your own life, and your loss, 
fit in with the blood family’s 
expectations? 

A friend’s grandmother 
just turned 86 and she was go¬ 
ing to die, and when she died, 
his response was, “Oh, that’s 


good.” The family was 
shocked. 

They didn’t get it. 

Our people, our friends are 
dying at 30.1 look in the obit¬ 
uaries to see how much older 
than me they were and get 
scared when it’s my age on 
the dot. 

And we’re supposed to be 
upset when some uncle at 
70 kicks off from lung can¬ 
cer. 

Exactly. 

I called a gay florist to ask 
him to send something mor¬ 
bid. He said “Lily stalks?” Is 
that the gay sensibility? 

I have a theory that all gay 
men, if they could, would be 
tenth-grade girls. Here’s an 
example: My friend Jo and 
her boyfriend and I were 
coming out of Harvest Market 
one day and three super-cute 
guys were coming down the 
street, and this big stretch 
limo comes driving down 
Market Street, full of drunk¬ 
en Mill Valley suburban girls 


with perm damage, and one 
of them drags herself up out 
of the sunroof and screams at 
these guys, “St-u-u-u-ds!” One 
of the gay men, without bat¬ 
ting an eye, says, “Can’t have 
it!” 

What’s the new book you’re 
working on? 

It’s a weird one, something 
I really, really like, but it’s 
such a labor-intensive project. 


It’s about dealing with death, 
especially untimely death. I 
don’t want to exploit it, but 
I’m obsessed. I’ve been read¬ 
ing Rilke’s Duino Elegies t o 
the point of memorization, 
anything with untimely death 
in it. 

But you also seem to enjoy 
the history of your recent 
past, like the section in The 
Genius of Desire where 
Michael steals the carp with 


his uncle? I’ve heard that 
that actually happened. 

Actually that is true in 
part, but at the Carp Carnival, 
(where both in the novel and 
in real life, carp are hung up 
on ropes, for days on end, to 
compete in the largest catch 
contest), they’ve stopped hang¬ 
ing the carp on the line. They 
bury everything except the 
biggest winners, so it no 
longer has the stench of carp, 
which I thought was really 
sad! 

And that’s weird. One thing 
I wanted to bring up in my 
work is that people think 
we’re weird for being gay, but, 
my God, they are so weird 
out there! I was talking to 
somebody in the zine scene, 
one was called Pavement of 
Surface, which is for gay an¬ 
archist surfers. 

That doesn’t sound weird. 
Tasty, though.. 

But there’s also a zine for 
people who love vintage sta¬ 
tion wagons! Now that’s
